The 
Council Economic Advisers consists 
three members, one whom desig- 
nated chairman and another vice- 
chairman. small staff aids the 
Council the performance its respon- 
sibilities; and addition, the Council 
utilizes, the fullest extent possible, the 
services, facilities, and information 
other government agencies and pri- 
vate research agencies. The Council 
authorized constitute com- 
mittees and consult with representatives 
industry, agriculture, labor, consum- 
ers, State and local governments, and 
other groups.

(7) Insolvent Division. Supervises li- 
quidation the insolvent institutions 
for which the Comptroller has apointed 
receivers. 

(8) Legal Division. comprised 
Chief Counsel and staff attorneys

Treasury Department. Advises the 


Comptroller and his staff legal prob- 
lems involved the performance the 
functions the Bureau. 

(9) Personnel Office and Miscellaneous 
Division. Performs functions related 
recruitment, transfer, promotions, em- 
ployee relations, efficiency ratings, re-

(10) Auditing Division. Audits all ac- 
counts relatve funds under control 
the Disbursing Division, Division In- 
solvent National Banks, and the Retire- 
ment System the Comptroller the 
Currency.

ing Division and the Federal Reserve

§5.1 Chartering national banks. (a) 
Copies Form 1955, entitled “Applica- 
tion Organize National Bank”, are 
furnished upon request. substance, 
this form letter addressed the 
Comptroller the Currency mini- 
mum five prospective shareholders, 
being natural persons and lawful age, 
who intend with others organize 
national bank. The application states 
the proposed name the bank, its loca- 
tion, and the intended capital, surplus 

and undivided profits, and furnishes cer- 
tain other.information regarding the 
banking connections the applicants. 

(b) Upon receipt application 
properly executed, the applicants are in- 
formed that their application being 
considered, and the appropriate District 
Chief National Bank Examiner in- 
structed make investigation, 


Among other matters considered 
are the adequacy the proposed capita] 
structure the new bank, its future 
earnings prospects, the general charac- 
ter its management, the convenience 
and needs the community 
served the bank, and whether not 
the proposed corporate powers would 
consistent with the applicable statutory 
provisions. Generally, the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation, and the 
Federal Reserve bank for the district 
which the proposed bank would lo- 
cated, are consulted, and their recom- 
mendations obtained. 

(c) Upon receipt the report in- 
vestigation and other data, the Organi- 
zation Division analyzes and briefs the 
information, and appends its recom- 
mendation the brief, which (with its 
accompanying data) routed through 
the Assistant Chief National Bank Ex- 
aminer who handles the district 
which the proposed bank would lo- 
cated, the Chief National Bank Exami- 
ner, and the three Deputies, all whom 
append their recommendations and com- 
ments. then submitted the 
Comptroller the Currency for final 
decision. 

(d) the decision unfavorable the 
applicants are informed. the de-

2054), which provide for the annual 
meeting shareholders, the manner 
which shares shall voted, the officers 
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and their duties, adoption seal, the 
means conveyance real estate, the 
increase capital stock, the banking 
hours, directors’ meetings, the estab- 
lishment discount committee, the 
manner stock, and the 
manner changing the by-laws, etc.;

(e) When the papers have been prop- 
erly executed and received this office 
and the Bureau has been advised the 
appropriate Federal Reserve bank that 
the new bank has purchased Federal Re- 
serve stock compliance with statutory 
requirements, the Comptroller issues 
the new bank what commonly called 
Charter (Form 1998). This formal 
declaration the Comptroller that the 
bank has complied with the requirements 
the statutes the United States and 
authorized commence the business 
banking national banking asso- 
ciation.

Conversions state banks into 
national banks. (a) bank desir- 
ing convert into national bank 
requested execute application 
convert state bank into national 
banking association (Form 1988). 
for organization new national bank 
but must executed the directors 
the state bank. When this form, prop- 
erly executed, received, the District 
Chief Examiner directed make 
examination the applicant bank, tak- 
ing into consideration factors which 
would considered the application 
for the creation new national bank, 
and addition the factor the financial 
history and condition the state bank. 
Generally, the appropriate Federal Re- 
serve bank consulted and, addition, 
the state bank not member the 
Federal Reserve System, the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation consulted. 

(b) When the report and other data 
are received, they are analyzed, briefed, 
and routed the same manner the 
case application for national bank 
charter. 

(c) the decision unfavorable the 
state bank the decision 
favorable the bank furnished with: (1) 
suggested resolution passed the 
shareholders the state bank author- 
izing the conversion (Form 1945, No. 
(2) Standard Articles Association for 
national bank formed the conversion 
state bank (Form 1945), which are 
substantially the samé the article 
association the case new national 
bank; (3) the organization certificate for 
converting bank (Form 1947), which 
substantially the same the organiza- 
tion certificate the case new na- 
tional bank; (4) the required oaths di- 
rectors (Form the same form 
the case new national bank; (5) the 
form (Form 1902) which appear the 
official signatures the officers the 
bank and the dates their appointment; 
(6) the certificate (Form 1919), which 
certifies that the converting bank has 
paid-in and unimpaired capital cer- 
tain specified amount; (7) Standard By- 
laws (Form 2054) identical with those 
forwarded new national banks; (8) 
outline the general procedure 
followed executing and submitting the 
above-mentioned papers, and letter re- 
citing any conditions which must com- 
plied with before authorization begin 
business national bank. There are 
many variations these conditions, de- 
pendent upon circumstances each 
case; hence standard form possible. 

(d) Upon receipt the forms, prop- 
erly executed, and approval thereof, the 
Comptroller issues the applicant bank 
Charter (Form which substan- 
tially the same the case new 
bank and authorizes the bank com- 
mence the business banking na- 
tional banking association specified 


date. This charter forwarded the 
bank, accompanied Affidavit 
Publication Charter (Form 1951) and 
form letter returned the Comp- 
troller advising him that the bank did 
commence the business banking 
national bank the date specified. 

(e) There may additional proce- 
dural steps certain cases conversions 
where, for instance, the converted bank 
will have branches, which case for- 
mal approval the operation the spe- 
cific branches forwarded the bank, 
where there increase capital 
change location coincidental with 
the conversion, necessitating specific ap- 
proval this office. the state bank 
was not insured the Federal Deposit 
Insurance that Corporation 
notified that the bank has been au- 
thorized commence the business 
banking national bank and that con- 
Sideration was given the applicable 
statutory requirements. 

(f) the state bank was exercising 
fiduciary powers and contemplates con- 
tinuing such activity national bank, 
must obtain permit from the 
Board Governors the Federal Re- 
serve System, and the Comptroller must 
notified that such permit has been is- 
sued, one the conditions for au- 
thorizing the bank commence the busi- 
ness banking national bank. 


5.4 Consolidation national banks 
and state and national banks. (a) ne- 
cessity, consolidations are handled 
case-by-case basis. The Bureau assists 
the banks concerned formulating 
solidation agreement. Where one the 
consolidating banks state bank, 
examined national bank examiner. 
When the consolidation agreement has 
been agreed the board directors 
each. bank, submitted the 
Comptroller, The plan analyzed and 
briefed the Organization Division and 
routed the same manner appli- 
cation for charter. 

(b) the decision the Comptroller 
unfavorable, the banks are notified. 
the decision the Comptroller fav- 
orable, the consolidating banks are ad- 
vised any conditions precedent final 
approval, as, for instance, the concur- 
rence the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation any the consolidating 
banks are uninsured. 

When the consolidation agreement 
has been executed the boards direc- 
tors the consolidating banks, one ex- 
ecuted copy thefeof submitted the 
Comptroller. The banks are furnished 
with instructions the procedure 
followed obtaining the consent 
their shareholders, together with sug- 
gested forms notice shareholders. 
When the plan has been approved the 
shareholders the consolidating banks, 
certified copies their resolutions are 
submitted the Comptroller, together 


with, among ‘other things, copy 


form proxy used each bank, 
the notice meeting given the 
shareholders each bank registered 
mail, with advice the date when same 
was mailed, and copy any other let- 
ter which may have been sent the 
Shareholders each bank relating the

proposed consolidation. Proof publi- 
cation notices meetings the 
shareholders required. Also, each 
bank must certify the amount its con- 
tribution the capital structure the 
consolidated bank. 

(d) When the above documents, prop- 
erly executed, are submitted the 
Comptroller along with proof com- 
pliance with any conditions imposed 
him, issues certificate certifying 
that the named banks have been con- 
solidated under the charter one 
said national banks and under the title 
specified. The certificate recites the 
amount capital stock and the date 
when the consolidation effective. 

(e) There are additional procedural 
steps some cases, where the con- 
solidated bank will operate branches 
formerly operated one the consoli- 
dating banks will establish new 
branches, which cases formal approval 
the Comptroller necessary. ad- 
dition, the rights dissenting share- 
holders are protected accordance with 
specific statutory procedure. 


5.5 Authorizing branches and 
sonal agencies—(a) Branch banks. (1) 
Under the provisions title 12, 
sec. 36, national banks may, subject 
the approval the Comptroller 
the Currency, establish and operate 
branches and seasonal agencies. Upon 
receipt application from national 
bank any bank operating the Dis- 
trict Columbia, for branch sea- 
sonal agency, the appropriate District 
Chief Examiner instructed make 
investigation, taking into considera- 
tion the financial history and condition 
the bank, the adequacy its capital 
structure, its future earnings prospects, 
the general character its management, 
the number branches now opera- 
tion and their location, the proposed lo- 
cation the new branch and the dis- 
tance from the head office, the nearest 
banking facilities, the convenience and 
needs the community served 
the new branch, the nature the poten- 
tial clientele and possible business avail- 
able, including estimate contem- 
plated volume within reasonable pe- 
riod time and the prospects suc- 
cessful operation the branch, together 
with any other pertinent factors. 

(2) The examiner’s report sub- 
mitted the District Chief Examiner 
who forwards this office with his 
own comments and recommendation. 
The information and data analyzed, 
briefed and routed the same way 

(3) the decision unfavorable the 
applicant bank notified. the de- 
cision favorable the Comptroller issues 
formal certificate evidencing his ap- 
proval and consent the establishment 
and operation branch bank the 
designated location. 

(b) Removal branch banks 
branch offices. branch national 
banking association may not moved 
from one location another without 
first obtaining the consent and approval 
the Comptroller. The procedure for 
obtaining consent such moving 
the location branch follows the same 
general course that the application 
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for branch, although the information 
required any investigation made will 
vary with the circumstances and rea- 
sons given for the proposed move. 
the approval granted the Comptroller 
executes formal statement that ef- 
fect, which forwarded the bank 
applying therefor. 


5.6 Changes capital structure. 
Under the provisions title 12, 
secs 57, and 59, increases and de- 
creases the capital stock banks un- 
der the jurisdiction are 
subject his approval. 

(a) and decreases capi- 
tal. Upon receipt application 
increase decrease capital stock, the 
Organization Division prepares an- 
alysis the condition the bank, which 
routed through the staff the case 
application for charter. the 
proposed capital change disapproved, 
the bank notified. the plan 
approved, the bank furnished with the 
necessary forms and instructions, includ- 
ing the notice shareholders, proxies, 
resolution, and, the case issuance 
new stock, the form certificate. new 
stock for cash, the bank 
also furnished with form certificate 
payment, which substance let- 
ter addressed the Comptroller, signed 
the president cashier the bank, 
certifying that the specified amount 
the increase capital stock has been 
paid the specified purchase price 
and reciting the aggregate par value 
the common capital stock outstanding, 
including the increase. the increase 
stock dividend, the certification form 
signed the president cashier 
varies accordingly. the case reduc- 
tions capital stock, the disposition 
made the capital released the 
reduction subject the approval 
the Comptroller, under the provisions 
title sec. 59. 

(b) Preferred stock. (1) title 
12, sec. 51a authorizes national banks 
issue preferred stock, with the approval 
the Comptroller. The procedure 
similar that the case increase 
capital stock the sale common 
stock, with variations appropriate the 
status the preferred stock, and the 
rights the prospective purchasers 
thereof. 

(2) The retirement preferred stock 
held national banks achieved under 
the general supervision this office, and 
cooperation with the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, where that Cor- 
poration the owner the stock 
otherwise interested financially the 
particular bank. 


Changes name location. 
Under title 12, sec. 30, change 
name location national bank 
requires the approval the Comptroller. 
Upon receipt application for such 
change, investigation made 
ascertain whether there would any 
objections thereto, such undue simi- 
larity the proposed new name the 
name any other bank the vicinity. 
These findings are briefed the Organ- 
ization Division and routed the same 
manner applications for changes 
capital. the application approved, 


the bank furnished with necessary in- 
structions for calling meeting share- 
holders and having the appropriate 
lution adopted. When informed that the 
shareholders have adopted the resolu- 
tion, the Comptroller issues certificate 
change name location, the 
case may be. 


$5.8 Reports condition—(a) Com- 
mercial department reports. Under the 
provisions title 12, sec. 161, 
every national bank required submit 
the Comptroller not less than three 
reports during each year according the 
form prescribed him. Each report 
must exhibit detail the resources and 
liabilities the bank the close busi- 
ness any past day specified the 
Comptroller and must 
within five days after receipt the 
Comptroller’s request therefor. These 
forms (Form 2130-A and Form 2130-A 
(short form)) call for statements 
assets, liabilities, pledged dssets and 
capital accounts; schedules loans and 
discounts, United States Government ob- 
ligations held, cash balances with other 
banks, demand deposits, time deposits, 
contingent liabilities, other liabilities, 
and other assets; and statement the 
affiliates and holding company affiliates 
the bank. When these report forms 


are sent out the banks they are accom- 


panied instructions (Form 2130-C) 
which cover the forms item item and 
schedule schedule. The bank also 
furnished with the form publisher’s 
certificate (Form 2139) publication 
the report condition the bank, which 
must published accordance with the 
provisions title 12, sec. 161. 
(b) Trust department reports. Each 
national bank which exercises fiduciary 
powers required annually submit 
Form 2130-D, refiecting the balance 
its trust department the date 
specified. 
(c) Affiliate reports. Each national 
bank which has affiliates (including hold- 
ing company affiliates), defined 
statutes, must accompany each report 
condition the bank Form 2130-A 
with report (Form 2131) its loans 
and advances affiliates and loans 
cured obligations affiliates. the 
same time, each affiliate must file Form 
2130-E, which shows the nature the 
affiliation, its financial relations with the 
bank, and the degree control the 
affiliate the bank the bank the 
affiliate. However, such reports may 
waived the Comptroller. Where re- 
ports affiliates Form 2130-E are 
required, there must the same pub- 
lication those reports Form 2130- 
bank’s reports condition. The in- 
structions for the preparation reports 
affiliates Forms 2130-E and 2130- 
E-1 are contained Form 2130-E-2. 


5.9 Reports earnings and divi- 
dends. Under the genefal power 
ferred upon the Comptroller under 
title 12, sec. 161, call for special 
reports, the Comptroller requires that 
reports earnings and dividends for the 
six months ending June submitted 
Form 2129, and for the six mont 
and twelve months ending December 
Form 2129-1, These reports 
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the dividends declared the current 
period, the capital structure the bank, 
the earnings from current operations, 
current operating expenses, recoveries 
and profits, losses and charge-offs and 
taxes net income well undi- 
vided profits beginning the 
period, net profits for current period, 
credits undivided profits and deduc- 
tions from undivided profits. The above 
two forms are accompanied instruc- 
tions contained Form 2129-A. There 
also required banks formal notifi- 
cation the Comptroller dividends 
declared, pursuant title 12, sec. 
163, Form 2133 (or Form 2133-A, 
where retirement preferred stock 
involved). 


Reports from financial institu- 
tions the District Columbia subject 
the supervision the Comptroller— 
(a) Nonmember banks. provi- 
sions section 26-102 the District 
Columbia Code (1940) each bank and 
trust company doing business the Dis- 
trict Columbia and not member 
Federal Reserve System, must main- 
tain reserves the same basis and sub- 
ject the same conditions prescribed 
for national banks located the Dis- 
trict Columbia, except that such re- 
serves must established and main- 
tained such agency may have the 
approval the Comptroller. Form 
2150-1 covers report such institu- 
tions net deposits and reserves re- 
quired. reports are submitted 
weekly. The institutions where the re- 
cerve funds are held also furnish this 
office with weekly reports the reserves 
held, Form 

(b) Pledge assets. Financial insti- 
tutions the District Columbia doing 
fiduciary business must pledge assets 
with the Comptroller for the faithful per- 
formance their duties. 

(c) Reports building and loan asso- 
ciations. accordance with the au- 
thority conferred upon the Comptroller 
under section 26-404 the District 
Columbia Code (1940), all building asso- 
ciations organized under the Code and 
building and loan associations doing 
business the District Columbia are 
required make the Comptroller 
least one report during each year, ac- 
cording the form prescribed him. 
The form used identified 2252 and 
comprises balance sheet showing assets 
and liabilities and receipts and disburse- 
ments and furnishing additional miscel- 
laneous information. 

Reports condition credit 
accordance with the author- 
ity conferred upon the Comptroller under 
26-506 the District Colum- 
bia Code (1940), credit unions organized 
under the District Columbia Code are 
required submit reports condition 
annually Form 2252-1, which recites 
their assets and liabilities and receipts 
and disbursements for the previous year, 
their earnings and expenses and certain 
other information. Credit unions hav- 
ing assets $100,000 more are also 
required publish their reports con- 
dition local newspaper and the proof 
this publication must submitted 
the Form 2252-2.

Miscellaneous procedures. (a)

dure for the meeting, the record 
proceedings, the subsequent organization 
meeting directors elected, and the an- 
nual meeting reports submitted 
the 

(b) Under title 12, sec. 481, 
the Comptroller has the power make 
such examinations affiliates na- 
tional banks shall necessary dis- 
close the relations between such banks 
and affiliates. 


5.12 Voluntary liquidations (a)

liquidation adopted the share-

presented the meeting. Form 1989, 
the form affidavit publication 
notice liquidation, must signed and 
sworn the publisher the news- 
paper which such notice appears.

(b) Upon receipt certified copy 
the resolution the shareholders 
(Form 1985), the Comptroller informs 
interested governmental agencies that 
the bank voluntary liquidation. 

(c) The bank also instructed cov- 
ering the preparation Form 2056-A, 
which report the condition the 
bank the date actual discontinu- 
ance business the date its business 
was taken over another banking as- 
sociation, and Form 2056-P. F., cov- 
ering the condition the trust depart- 
ment, the bank had fiduciary powers, 

(d) Thereafter the liquidating agent 
nish the Comptroller with annual re- 
port the progress the liquidation. 
Instructions for the preparation such 
report are forwarded the liquidating 
agent committee. Form 2056 fur- 
nished for the commercial department 
report, and Form 2056-F for the trust 
department, any. These reports must 


continued annually until the liquida- 
tion completed. 

(e) There may variations the 
above procedure where the bank going 
into voluntary liquidation has preferred 
stock which owned the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation which 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
has financial interest.

Under title 12, sec. 77, 
the event any director officer 
national bank bank trust company 
doing business the District Colum- 
bia shall have continued violate any 
law relating such bank trust com- 
pany shall have continued unsafe 
unsound practices conducting the 
business such bank trust company 
after having been warned the Comp- 
troller, may certify the facts the 
Board Governors the Federal Re- 
serve System and the offending director 
officer may removed the Board 
after hearing. 

(c) Impairment capital. 
title 12, sec, provides that the 
impairment the capital stock 
national bank the Comptroller may 
give notice the bank the amount 
the impairment and require that the 
bank levy assessment upon its share- 
holders for the amount impairment 
specified, pro rata basis. Unless 
the impairment restored the bank 
goes into voluntary liquidation within 
three months after receiving such notice,

(Form levying the assessment 
upon the shareholder necessary make 
the impairment. and when the 
impairment restored the cashier the 
bank required execute formal cer- 
tificate that effect which sent the 
Comptroller. 

(d) Publication reports eramina- 
thorizes the Comptroller publish the 
report examination any national 
bank affiliate thereof which shall not, 
within 120 days after notification the 
recommendations suggestions the 
Comptroller, based such examina- 
tion, have complied with the same his 
satisfaction. 

(e) Appointment receiver 
termination insurance. Under 
title 12, sec. 264 (i) (2), the Comptroller 
required appoint receiver for 
national bank whenever its insured 
status terminated. 


5.16 Issue and redemption Fed- 
eral Reserve The 
twelve Federal Reserve banks make their 
estimates the number and denomina- 
tions notes which they anticipate will 
needed for the coming year, and these 
estimates are transmitted the Board 
Governors the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, which notifies the Comptroller, who 
turn advises the Bureau Engraving 
and Printing. Whén the notes are 
printed they are held vault subject 
the order the Comptroller. Re- 
quests for notes are sent the Board 
Governors the Federal Reserve System 
for approval and are then forwarded 
the Comptroller. The Federal Reserve 
Agents the respective Federal Reserve 
banks arrange for the deposit with them 
the required collateral support the 
notes ordered. Comptroller then 
requisitions the notes from the Custodian 
the Vault, for shipment the desig- 
nated Federal Reserve Agents. The 
Comptroller’s Issue and Redemption 
Division maintains records orders re- 
ceived, money shipped, stock hand, 
and money outstanding. 

(b) Redemption. Federal 
notes unfit for circulation are returned 
the Federal Reserve banks Wash- 
ington for verification and credit. The 
lower halves such notes are shipped 
the Currency Redemption Diviston the 
Treasurer the United States, and the 
upper halves the 
Issue and Redemption Division. After 
counting and reconciliation differ- 
ences, both halves are delivered the 
Treasury Department Destruction Com- 
mittee, which destroys them.

100.1 Central organization and func- 
tions. (a) The headquarters office the 
Bureau Customs, except the Marine 
Division, located 1512 Street, 
Washington The Marine Divi- 
sion located 734 Fifteenth Street, 
NW., Washington 25, 

(b) The Bureau charge the 
Commissioner Customs appointed 
pursuant law the Secretary the 
Treasury. The Commissioner assisted 
the following principal officers whose 
their titles and the divisions sec- 
tions which they supervise:

The Bureau decentralized, and the 
function the central organization 
largely supervisory the field organiza- 
tion, the contact the central organiza- 
tion with the general public being com- 
paratively limited. The central organi- 
zation divided into number major 
parts generally called “Units” “Of- 
with subparts commonly called 
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“Divisions” “Sections”. Their func- 
tions are described succeeding sections 
this Subpart. The head the central 
organization, the field organization, 
the Commissioner Internal Revenue. 
His powers and duties are explained 
this Subpart. Matters relating the 
field organization, including the collec- 
ters internal revenue, are treated 
Subpart The Commissioner ap- 
pointed the President, and with the 
advice and consent the Senate.

600.2 Office Commissioner—(a) 
General. The Commissioner Internal 
Revenue, under the direction the Sec- 
retary the Treasury, has general sup- 
erintendence the assessment and col- 
lection all taxes imposed any law 
Providing internal 
3901 (a) (1), Internal Revenue Code. 
also has responsibilities under statutes 
while not imposing taxes, have 
relation internal revenue. These 
Federal Alcohol Administra- 
tion Act, Stat. 977, amended (27 
C., and Sup. 201-212); the Liquor 
Enforcement Act 1936, Stat., 1928, 
C., 211-228; the Federal Fire- 
arms Act, Stat. 1250, 901- 
909; and the Stabilization Act 1942 
(56 Stat. 765), amended (50 
App. Sup., 961-971). The Commission- 
immediate staff includes two Assist- 


ant Commissioners and Special Deputy 
Commissioner, who are appointed the 
President, and with the 
consent the Senate, Assistant 
the Commissioner, Senior Technical 
Adviser, Technical Assistant, Public 
Relations Officer, and appropriate secre- 
tarial personnel. Other the 
Commissioner’s immediate office are as- 
signed among five Divisions described 
paragraph (b).

absence. The Assistant the Commis- 
sioner has the special function study- 
ing the effectiveness the provisions 
the Internal Revenue Code their appli- 
cation various types business trans- 
actions and indicating appropriate ad- 
ministrative legislative changes. The 
duties the Special Deputy Commis- 
sioner include supervision over offers 
compromise under section 3761 the 
Internal Revenue Code, and closing 
agreements under section 3760 the 
Code, and the conduct negotiations 
looking bilateral tax conventions and 
other tax arrangements between the 
United States and foreign countries and 
review regulations under such con- 
ventions. 

(b) Divisions Commissioner’s Of- 
fice. The duties performed the five 
divisions the Commissioner’s Office 
relate principally administrative and 
personnel matters. Their functions are 
generally follows: 

(1) Administrative Division, with sec- 
tions follows: 

(i) Printing and Binding Section. 

(ii) Supplies and Equipment Section. 

(iii) Communication Section. 

(iv) Space and Lease Section. 

The Administrative Division con- 
cerned with budget and appropriation 
matters, and matters internal man- 
agement. 

(2) Personnel Division. This division 
concerned with personnel administra- 
tion. 

(3) Statistical Division. division 
compiles statistics relating the opera- 
tion the revenue laws accordance 
with section the Internal Revenue 
Code, which provides that “The Commis- 
sioner, with the approval the Secre- 
tary, shall prepare and publish annually 
statistics reasonably available with re- 
spect the operation the income, war- 
profits and excess-profits tax laws, in- 
cluding classifications taxpayers and 
income, the amounts allowed de- 
ductions, exemptions, and credits, and 


any other facts deemed pertinent and 
valuable.” Statistics compiled the 
division are used formulating tax pro- 
grams and administration the tax 
laws. The statistical information com- 
piled this division, which published 
the public purchase from the Superin- 
tendent Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington 

(4) Training Division. This division 
instructs personnel classes cor- 
respondence whereby the personnel 
rendered better fitted perform present 
duties advance greater responsibili- 
ties. The courses offered deal with the 
application the laws administered 
the Bureau, with such subjects 
bookkeeping, auditing, etc., essential 
the performance the Bureau’s func- 
tions. The division prepares the textual 
and other matter used the conduct 
the courses given. 

(5) Public Relations Division. This 
division concerned with the dissemina- 
tion information relating internal 
revenue through the press, radio, etc., 
and performs certain functions in- 
ternal management. 


Unit—(a) General. The Accounts and 
Collections Unit headed Deputy 
Commissioner, aided two Assistant 
Deputy Commissioners and appropriate 
secretarial and technical personnel. 
Other personnel divided into the divi- 
sions named paragraph (b). 
the central administrative organization 
for the collection districts, and ad- 
vises and assists generally the con- 
duct the collectors’ offices. The Unit 
audits collectors’ accounts, and makes 
the administrative audit all expendi- 
tures for the field organization the 
Bureau, and performs certain other 
functions relating the internal man- 
agement the Bureau. 

(b) Divisions the Accounts and Col- 
lections Unit—(1) Planning Division. 
This division outlines plans pre- 
Scribes and interprets procedure for the 
processing tax remittances, tax re- 
turns, and other related documents and 
for the general management field ac- 
tivities. also coordinates the account- 
ing records, forms, etc., the Bureau, 
with those other Government agencies. 

(2) Collection Accounting Division. 
This division issues internal revenue 
stamps collectors and the Post- 
master General and audits schedules 
returned stamps. verifies accounting 
reports collectors connection with 
tax collections and assessments and in- 
ternal revenue stamps. also verifies 
accounts relating tax refunds, and 
audits collectors’ revenue and special 
deposit accounts. 

43) Collectors’ Organization Division. 
This division supervises all personnel 
actions collectors’ offices, and exercises 
direct administrative control over the 
acquisition space, equipment, and 
services such offices. 

(4) Disbursement Accounting Divi- 
This division, with respect pay- 
rolls and miscellaneous expenditures, 
post-audits vouchers presented for pay- 
ment outside Washington and pre-audits 
vouchers presented for payment 
Washington, 


(5) Supervisors Accounts and Col- 
lections. The supervisors accounts 
and collections are field representatives 
the Unit, who conduct examinations 
collectors’ offices with respect their 
accounts, methods and procedures, or- 
ganization and management. 


600.4 Income Unit—(a) Cen- 
tral Organization Unit. The Income 
Tax Unit headed Deputy Commis- 
sioner Internal Revenue. His immedi- 
ate office includes Assistant Deputy 
Commissioner and technical advisers; 
and functions executive, administra- 
tive, and technical matters. The office 
formulates programs for operation its 
Washington office, well for its field 
offices, and coordinates the work those 
offices with other organizations the 
Bureau. The Unit charged with the 
responsibility administering the in- 
ternal revenue laws relating taxes 
income, excess profits corporations, 
and excess profits Navy and National 
Defense Act contracts. The Deputy 
Commissioner charge the Unit 
supervises and responsible the Com- 
missioner for the performance all 
duties assigned the Unit Washing- 
ton well its field offices. 

(b) Divisions Income Tax Unit— 
(1) Field Procedure Division. The func- 
tions this division are largely admin- 
istrative character. the contact 
office between the Deputy Commissioner 
and the field divisions and the 
division which general internal 
management, including and 
personnel matters the field service, 
effected. 

(2) Practice and Procedure Division. 
This division coordinates audit action 
the field divisions the Unit and divi- 
sions within its Washington office. 
conducts studies and prepares reports 
upon special technical questions, pre- 
pares amendments existing regula- 
tions, and when requested prepares and 
opinions field and other divi- 
sions the Unit tax cases which 
returns have been filed. selects and 
prepares material for publication the 
Internal Revenue Bulletin, assists 
preparation income and profits tax re- 
turn forms, and other forms used the 
Bureau, prepares instructional orders 
covering general procedural and admin- 
istrative questions arising the con- 
sideration and disposition tax cases, 
considers applications for and prepares 
rulings respect claims exemption 
from filing returns corporations and 
respect changes accounting 
periods, prepares advisory rulings upon 
inquiries from taxpayers their repre- 
sentatives the tax law regulations 
situations which the question pre- 
sented not involved tax return 
which has been filed. Requests for such 
rulings should addressed the Com- 
missioner Internal Revenue, Washing- 
ton 25,D.C. The Division holds confer- 
ences with taxpayers their represen- 
tatives requests for such rulings. 

(3) Audit Review Divisions. There are 
five Audit Review Divisions, 
and These divisions review the find- 
ings internal revenue agents charge 
with respect all income and excess 
profits tax cases examined them. 
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There assigned each division certain 
geographical territory. With the ex- 
ception the smaller individual returns 
retained for audit collectors in- 
ternal revenue, these divisions handle all 
income tax returns individuals and all 
returns taxable corporations. 
through these divisions that tax returns 
move the field offices for investiga- 
tion. Under the decentralized procedure 
the Bureau conferences are not held 
Washington issues arising tax 
returns which have been filed. tax- 
payer desires ruling any issue in- 
volved feturn which has been filed 
the application for such ruling must 
filed with the internal revenue agent 
charge the field division having ex- 
amination jurisdiction the return. 
Audit Review Division handles the in- 
come tax returns filed the State 
New York. Audit Review Division 
handles returns filed the States 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, and Maine. Audit 
Review Division handles returns filed 
the States Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Michigan, Kentucky, West Virginia, and 
Ohio, and the District Columbia. Au- 
dit Review Division handles returns 
filed the States Colorado, New 
Mexico, Wyoming, Missouri, Kansas, 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Wis- 
consin. Audit Review Division handles 
returns filed the States Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Montana, Nevada, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, Texas, Utah, Washington, and 
Alaska and the Hawaiian Islands. 
Audit Review Division (through 
Securities Unit) also determines the 
taxable status exchanges and dis- 
tributions corporate reorganizations 
and liquidations, including those ordered 
the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, determines the basis property 


acquired such transactions, 


listed and unlisted securities, and de- 
termines the taxable status ordinary, 
liquidating and stock dividends. The 
Division prepares rulings transactions 
involving the above matters and also 
prepares closing agreements connec- 
tion therewith. Audit Review Division 
(through the Alien Property Custodian 
Unit) also has the additional function 
controlling and furnishing tax data 
connection with Federal taxes attach- 
ing property enemy aliens vested 
the Alien Property Custodian. 
this connection, has established pro- 
cedure between the office that official 
and the Bureau with respect the as- 
sertion and collection such taxes. 
also furnishes Bureau offices with tax 
data transcribed from records For- 
eign Funds Control and other govern- 
ment, agencies relative income and 
property citizens foreign countries. 
maintains liaison with Foreign Funds 
Control for the purpose transcribing 
such information and for enforcing pay- 
ment tax liability attaching blocked 
property. 

Engineering and Valuation Di- 
vision. connection with tax determi- 
nations this division values the property 


taxpayers engaged the exploitation 
natural resources, determines proper 
allowances for depletion, depreciation, 
obsolescence, loss useful value, and 
other related deductions, values indus- 
trial and business properties, real estate, 
leaseholds, contracts, patents, and 
similar tangible and intangible proper- 
ties. also for the same purpose values 
the property taxpayers engaged 
public utility enterprises. 

(5) Business and Industrial Research 
Division. This division primarily re- 
sponsible for economic studies and sta- 
tistical analysis for use the admin- 
istration section 722 the Internal 
Revenue Code which provides general 
relief for corporate taxpayers from ex- 
cessive and discriminatory excess profits 
taxes. section 722 see 600.12, 
600.56 and 601.11. 

(6) Clearing Division. This division 
prepares and maintains status records 
claims filed taxpayers for adjust- 
ment liability for taxes within the 
jurisdiction the Unit, and the adjust- 
ments made the basis such claims. 
prepares certificates overassessment 
such taxes based information fur- 
nished the Audit Review Divisions. 
computes interest overpayments 
income tax, receives from collectors all 
income and excess profits tax returns, 
other than those retained collectors’ 
offices, and checks and proves collectors’ 
assessment lists respect thereof. This 
division maintains control records in- 
come tax closing agreements and all 
offers compromise income tax lia- 
bilities. checks computations under 
sections 711 (b) (1), (H), (1), (J) and 
(K), 721 and 722 the Code, relating 
abnormalities under the excess profits 
tax, (especially for preparation -pub- 
licity reports required section 722 
and makes determinations with respect 
interest overassessments and defic- 
iencies connection therewith. The Di- 
vision also controls, examines and adjusts 
applications for tentative adjustment 
with respect amortization deductions 
and applications for tentative carry-back 
adjustments under the provisions sec- 
tions 124 and 3780 the Internal Reve- 
nue Code. verifies and computes the 
credit for debt retirement and net post- 
war refund credit excess profits tax. 

(7) Pension Trust Division. This di- 
vision coordinates and reviews rulings 
the qualification stock bonus, pen- 
sion, profit sharing, and annuity plans 
under applicable provisions the In- 
ternal Revenue Code; determines the al- 
lowability deductions claimed for con- 
tributions under such plans; holds pre- 
liminary and formal conferences with 
taxpayers and their representatives with 
respect such rulings, (other confer- 
ences being held local field offices with 
respect rulings issued through such of- 
fices) renders technical advice and 
makes actuarial analyses for field forces, 
and post-reviews cases under sections 165 
and (p) the Internal Revenue Code 
and collaborates with the Chief Coun- 
sel’s Office preparation regulations 
relating pension trust matters. 

(8) Records This division 
maintains general and special files re- 
lating income and excess profits tax 
returns, reports, credits, and related doc- 
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uments. maintains control records 
and related papers cases pro- 
gress through the Income Tax Unit, its 
field offices, and the Bureau, and fur- 
nishes returns and related papers the 
field offices the Income Tax Unit 
well the other agencies the 
Bureau. 

(9) Service Division. This division 
erforms various functions relating 
the internal management the Unit, 


prepares for administrative use offi-. 


cials and others concerned, organization, 
personnel, statistical, procedural, func- 
tional, and other charts. also pre- 
pares graphs, maps, plans, illustrations 
and lettering jobs various descriptions. 
also through its stenographic and typ- 
ing sections furnishes stenographic Serv- 
ice the various divisions the Income 
Tax Unit. 


600.5 Technical staff. The Techni- 
cal Steff acts the appellate agency 
within the Bureau Internal Revenue 
the determination income, profits, 
estate and gift tax liability. com- 
prises headquarters office Washing- 
ton, C., and ten field divisions. The 
headquarters office, general, supervises 
and coordinates the work the field 
divisions ensure uniformity proce- 
dure and consistency treatment tax- 
payers. This office also reviews applica- 
tions for extensions time for payment 
income taxes, recommendations from 
field divisions respecting offers com- 
promise, and final closing agreements 
executed under section 3760 the In- 
ternal Revenue Code. For further in- 
formation relative the functions the 
Technical Staff see 600.53. 


Alcohol Tax Unit—(a) Or- 
ganization. The Alcohol Tax Unit 
headed deputy commissioner in- 
ternal revenue. The Unit personnel 
grouped four divisions, named below. 
The function the Alcohol Tax Unit 
administration the provisions the 
Internal Revenue Code and any other 
laws imposing dealing with internal 
revenue taxes relating alcoholic 
liquors, including special (occupational) 
taxes; the administration two nontax- 
ing statutes relating the traffic alco- 
holic liquor, e., Federal Alcohol Admin- 
Act, Stat.

divisions the Unit and the func- 
tions thereof are follows: 

(1) Administrative Division. This di- 
Vision concerned with matters in- 
management, including the dis- 
Position seized property. 


(2) Basic Permit and Trade Practice 
Division. This division deals with mat- 
ters relating interstate and foreign 
commerce alcoholic liquors and the 
labeling and advertising thereof under 
the Federal Alcohol Administration Act 
and regulations issued under such Act. 

(3) Enforcement Division. The duties 
this division pertain the investiga- 
tion, detection, and prevention willful 
and fraudulent violations the internal 
revenue laws relating alcoholic liquors, 
and the Federal laws 
concerning firearms. 

(4) Permissive (including 
Audit, Field Inspection, Laboratory and 
Procedure Divisions). This division has 
functions pertaining the lawful pro- 
duction and distribution distilled spir- 
its, wines, and fermented malt liquors; 
the production, distribution, and use 
industrial alcohol; taxes and penalties;

The time for filing returns generally 
fixed law.

While the time for filing 
the returns generally prescribed 
law, statutory authority extend the 
time for limited period commonly 
granted the Commissioner Internal 
Revenue the collector. The Com- 
missioner’s authority such regard 
commonly delegated the collectors.

Such agreement, called “closing 


agreement”, provided for section 
3760 the Code. Form 866 used 
primarily for income and profits taxes, 
although sometimes also availed 
with respect estate and gift taxes. 
The use Form 906 confined almost 
entirely income and profits taxes. 
The Commissioner has not authorized 
any field other officers enter into 
such agreements, although -re- 
ceiving taxpayers’ requests for such 
agreements are authorized make 
recommendations 
thereof. 

When Form 866 used for closing 
agreement, the agreement clears through 
the Special Deputy Commissioner. (See 
(a).) After approval the 
Special Deputy Commissioner, the pro- 
posed agreement forwarded the 
Commissioner and the Chief Counsel 
(see 600.11 (b) (2) (i) for approval 
and then the Secretary’s Office for 
final approval. 

Closing agreements Form 906 are 
prepared (after request the taxpayer) 
the Income Tax Unit and considered 
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the Closing Agreement Committee, 
composed representatives the Chief 
Counsel’s Office and the Income Tax 
Unit. The proposed agreement then 
referred the Chief Counsel who 
recommends the Commissioner 
whether should executed. The 
Commissioner informs the taxpayer 
letter whether will approve the pro- 
posed agreement, and, will approve, 
encloses the agreement for the tax- 
payer’s signature. Upon return the 
agreement signed the taxpayer, 
routed for approval the Commissioner 
and Chief Counsel (see 600.11 (b) (2) 
(vi)) and then transmitted the Sec- 
retary’s Office for final approval. 

Except otherwise expressly provided 
statute, as, for example, sections 
3801, 3806, and 3807 the Code, where 
closing agreement approved the 
Secretary, Under Secretary, Assist- 
ant Secretary the Treasury, final 
and conclusive and the case may not 
reopened modified set aside except 
upon showing fraud malfeasance, 
misrepresentation material fact. 

Another type agreement the 
extent liability for internal revenue 
tax may made the taxpayer and 
the internal revenue agent. This con- 
cluded the taxpayer’s consent 
assessment and collection the defici- 
ency tax agreed upon. For this pur- 
pose Form 870 used for the income tax 
(see 601.2) and Forms 890 and 890A 
are used for the estate and gift taxes, 
respectively (see 601.4 (c)). While 
this procedure not common the 
case miscellaneous excise and sales 
taxes, where used Form 870 may 
altered for the purpose. The agreement 
referred this paragraph may 
submitted the taxpayer conditioned 
upon the approval final closing 
agreement. 

(3) Compromises. Under section 3761 
the Internal Revenue Code the Com- 
missioner, with the approval the 
Secretary, the Under Secretary, 
Assistant Secretary, may compromise 
any civil criminal case arising under 
the internal revenue laws prior refer- 
ence the Department Justice for 
prosecution defense. Instructions 
the preparation and filing offer 
compromise may secured from the 
appropriate collector internal revenue. 
Offers compromise are submitted 
Form 656 (Form 6560 case install- 
ment offers) the offices collectors 
internal revenue. addition, the 
taxpayer must submit financial state- 
ment Form 433 with the offer. Such 
offers are channeled the Bureau office, 
etc., handling the case (such as, the 
Technical Staff, the Income Miscel- 
laneous Tax Unit, one the divisions 
the Chief Counsel’s Office, the case 
may be). When covered the 
report revenue agent has been 
referred the United States attorney, 

where both such situations exist, the 
collector will procure from either such 
agent such United States attorney, 
both, the case may be, statements 
regard the advisability accepting 
the offer and will forward the originals 
such statements with the offer. 

After offer compromise has been 
approved the head the unit, office, 
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etc., considered the Office the 
Special Deputy Commissioner (see 600.2 
(a)). Taxpayers may request confer- 
ences the Office the Special Deputy 
Commissioner for the purpose explor- 
ing the possibilities compromising un- 
paid Federal tax liability before filing 
formal offer compromise they may 
request conferences after all investiga- 
tions have been made for the purpose 
determining the amount which may 
mined that there compromisable 
the Special Deputy Commissioner, the 
Commissioner, and the Chief Counsel, 
forwarded the Secretary’s Office for 
final approval. When the offer acted 
upon, the collector notified, and the 
collector turn notifies the proponent. 
the offer rejected, the sum submitted 
the collector returned the pro- 
ponent and forfeiture, prosecution, 
collection proceedings are resumed. 
the offer accepted the case closed. 
civil liabilities does not remit criminal 
liabilities, nor does acceptance offer 
compromise criminal liabilities 
remit civil liabilities. 

(4) Conferences. The Bureau has 
liberal policy relative discussion dis- 
puted tax liability. Opportunity for 
conference generally accorded either 
the office the collector one 
the other Bureau offices. Application for 
such hearing should made per- 
son, preferably letter.

(5) Rulings. Rulings are made

(e) Legal review. Many matters are 
referred the Office the Chief 
for legal review advice before final 
action. the function the Office 
the Chief Counsel furnish legal 
advice the administrative units the 
Bureau and handle the legal aspects 
all matters pertaining the assessment 
and Federal taxes. The 
Office the Chief Counsel reviews cases 
involving, and mekes recommendations 
relative to, the imposition penalties 
and institution criminal procedures for 
fraud and violations tax laws. The 
Chief Counsel’s Office also reviews claims 
for refund, credit, abatement taxes 
proposed for allowance all cases 
which the amount involved exceeds 
$75,000; reviews and makes recommenda- 
tions relative the acceptance offers 
compromise and the entering into 
closing agreements; and supervises the 
collection taxes from individuals and 
corporations involved reorganization, 
bankruptcy, receivership, and other in- 
solvency liquidation proceedings, and 
from decedents’ estates.

Ad- 
ditional are imposed when distilled 
spirits and wines are rectified blend- 
ing, compounding, etc. Chapter 27, Sub- 
chapter the Internal Revenue Code 
imposes taxes stills, worms, and con- 
densers used manufacture spirits, and 
occupational taxes are imposed upon 
still manufacturers, brewers, rectifiers, 
dealers liquors, and manufacturers 
nonbeverage products prerequisite for 
drawback under section 3250 (1), In- 
ternal Revenue Code. 

(2) Licensing. Distillers, winemakers, 
brewers, warehousemen, rectifiers, bot- 
tlers, liquor bottle manufacturers, users

The regulations cover 
the establishment and operation in- 
dustrial alcohol plants, bonded ware- 
houses, and denaturing plants, the tax 
payment, transfer, exportation, and de- 
naturation alcohol, formulas for de- 
naturation, the use alcohol free tax, 
the sale and use denatured alcohol, 
the transportation tax-free and spe- 
cially denatured alcohol, the packaging, 
labeling, and sale articles containing 

enatured alcohol, and the bringing into 
this country alcohol and articles con- 
taining alcohol from abroad. The regu- 
lations also cover the issuance and revo- 
cation permits covering the production 
alcohol and denatured alcohol and 
the transportation and use tax-free 
and specifically denatured alcohol. 

Regulations (26 CFR, Cum. Supp., 
Part 183), amended (26 CFR, 1944 
Supp., Part 183), Production Distilled 
Spirits.

Bottling Distilled Spirits Bond. 
These regulations contain the procedural 
and substantive requirements relative 
the bottling distilled spirits bond 
internal revenue bonded warehouses, in- 
cluding the establishment, use, construc- 
tion, equipment of, and qualifying docu- 
ments for, the bottling bond premises, 
and the stamping and marking 
and cases. 

Regulations (26 CFR, 1945 Supp., 
Part 178), Wine. These regulations con- 
tain the procedural and substantive re- 
quirements relative the production 
and removal wine, including vermouth 
and champagne, from the winery. The 
regulations cover the establishment and 
operation bonded wineries, store- 


rooms, and field warehouses for the pro- 


duction, cellar treatment, and storage 
wines, including amelioration, blending, 
fortification, and other cellar treatment, 
tax payment, exportation, and use for 
distilling material and manufacture 
vinegar. 

Regulations (26 CFR, Cum. Supp., 
Part 185), amended (26 CFR, 1944 
Supp., Part 185), Warehousing Dis- 
tilled Spirits. These regulations contain 
the procedural and substantive require- 
ments relative the warehousing dis- 
tilled spirits, other than alcohol, and the

The regulations cover the estab- 
lishment and operation internal reve- 
nue bonded warehouses, including the 
location, construction, equipment of, and 
qualifying documents for, such ware- 
houses, and the withdrawal distilled 
spirits from the warehouses upon tax- 
payment, for exportation, fortification 
wine, denaturation (rum), use 
United States, transfer other 
bonded warehouses. 

Regulations amended (26 CFR,

Upon receipt the 
claim, the district supervisor makes 
factual determination and forwards the 
claim the Commissioner for considera- 
tion. The Deputy Commissioner the 
Tax Unit notifies the District 
Supervisor the allowance rejection 
the claim, and turn notifies the 
taxpayer. the claim rejected, the 
tax assessed, and the collector in- 
ternal revenue issues the taxpayer 
notice and demand for payment the 
tax. 

(3) Claims for abatement. When the 
tax assessed and the taxpayer thinks 
that the tax not due under the law, 
may file claim abatement the 
tax Form 843 with the collector 
internal revenue the district. Forms 
843 may procured from such collec- 
tor. The collector forwards the claim 
the Commissioner for consideration, and 
the collector may,call upon the taxpayer 
file bond double the amount 
the tax order insure collection 
the tax the claim rejected. When 
the claim acted upon, both the tax- 
payer and the collector are notified 
the allowance rejection the claim. 
the claim rejected, the collector 
again makes demand the taxpayer for 
payment the tax. See 601.1 (d) (1). 

(4) Claims for refund. The taxpayer 
may, after payment the tax, file 
claim for refund Form 843 with the 
collector internal revenue whom the 
tax paid. Such claim must filed 
within four years after the date pay- 
ment the tax.

Tobacco taxes—(a) Introduc- 
tory—(1) Imposition Chapter 
15, Subchapter the Internal Reve- 
nue Code imposes certain taxes cigars, 
cigarettes, tobacco, and snuff manu- 
factured imported into the United 
States, and upon cigarette papers and 
cigarette tubes sold the manufacturer 
importer.

Commodity and occupational tax stamps 
may purchased only from collectors 
and duly authorized deputy collectors.

91.1 Functions. The first United

Silver Unit; (d) The Laboratory Unit; 
(e) The Accounting Unit; and (f) The 
Personnel Unit. 

(a) The Office the Director. The

The Seattle Mint District, consisting 
the States Idaho, Montana, Oregon, and 
Washington, and the Territory Alaska. 

The New York Mint District, consisting 
the States Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, Ver- 
mont, and Wisconsin, and Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands the United States, and the 
Panama Canal Zone.

The coinage mints Denver, Philadel- 
phia, and San Francisco manufacture 
all the metal money the United 
States and have custody the finished 
coins until they are shipped the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks order the Treas- 
urer the United States. Coins are 
manufactured for foreign governments 
pursuant contract. Medals na- 
tional character and proof coins for sale 
the public are manufactured the 
Philadelphia mint, and are available 
only upon application the Superin- 
tendent that institution. 

The United States Bullion Depository 
Fort Knox maintained solely for 
safe-keeping the Government’s stores 
monetary gold and not open the 
public. headed the Chief Clerk 
Charge, and his absence the Assist- 
ant Chief Clerk. 

The United States Bullion Depository 
West Point operated adjunct 
the New York Assay Office and used 
solely for the storage silver. not 
open the public.

The functions the Bureau are 
exercised Washington through the 
Office the Commissioner, the Division 
Loans and Currency, the Office the 
Register the Treasury, the Division 
Public Debt Accounts and Audit, the 
Division Paper Custody, and Chi- 
cago the Chicago Office the Bureau, 
including branches the foregoing of- 

fices and divisions (except the Division 
Paper Custody) and Division 
Savings Bonds. Five Regional Offices 
the Register the Treasury and small 
force the Government Mill where dis- 
tinctive paper produced comprise the 
“field” organization the Bureau. 
these enumerated offices those which 
deal generally with the public are de- 
scribed below. 

(a) The Office the 
The Commissioner the Public Debt, 
aided Assistant Commissioner and 
Deputy Commissioner, has general ad- 
ministrative supervision and control over 
the entire Bureau and its work. The 
Commissioner’s office generally con- 
cerned with the preparation (subject 
the approval the Secretary) and the 
effectuation regulations, circulars, and 
instructions governing the offering and 
issue public debt securities and the 
conduct transactions 
therein.’ addition the Commissioner’s 
office handles contracts for the distinc- 
tive paper used the printing secur- 
ities and currency. 

(b) The Division Loans and Cur- 
rency.

Federal Reserve Banks and Branches. 
The Division issues securities, other than 
Treasury bills, and conducts transactions 
such securities after issue, including 
exchanges, transfers, conversions, main- 
tenance marketable registered bond 
accounts and the issue checks for in- 
terest thereon, the settlement claims 
account lost destroyed securi- 
ties, and those held estates deceased 
owners. also conducts correspondence 
with the public regarding such securities 
and transactions therein. (For savings 
bonds see 323.8 and paragraph (c) 
this section.) under the super- 
vision the Chief the Division who 
aided the performance his duties 
Assistant Chief. 

(c) The Chicago Office the Bureau.

(2) Postmasters, clerks, employees, 
contractors, and others connected with 
the postal service, are subordinate 
post-office inspectors when acting within 
the scope their duty and employment. 
But arbitrary power hereby con- 
ferred uponthem. They shall not inter- 
fere with any officer employee who 
the proper discharge his duty fur- 
ther than examine his methods, sys- 
tem, and accounts, any complaints 
which may made against him. Nor 
shall they interfere with the mails the 
transportation thereof, except ex- 
pressly authorized law and per- 
mitted the regulations. 

(3) Inspectors are empowered open 
pouches and sacks and examine the mails 
therein and are authorized enter and 
inspect post offices all times. 
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(4) Inspectors shall exhibit evi- 
dence their authority the commission 
issued the Postmaster General. 
the end each calendar year, the 
event death, resignation, removal, 
the commissions issued inspectors 
other field inspection personnel shall 
transmitted the inspector charge 
the division which they are as- 
signed. Commissions issued all other 
officers the service shall returned 
through official channels the chief in- 
spector the end each calendar year, 
the event the death, resignation, 
removal the holder. The chief in- 
spector and the inspectors charge 
arrange their offices check the re- 
turned commissions with the list those 
issued and cancel such commissions. 

(e) Information, requests, submittals. 
Inquiries and requests the public for

Official reports and records confi- 
dential. (1) All records and information 
the custody the Chief Inspector 
his representatives are intended for 
use the detection and correction 
postal offenses and abuses. Inspectors 
and other officers and employees having 
possession inspectors’ reports and in- 
spection records have control thereof 
with regard permitting the use 
same for any other than official purposes, 
except the discretion the Postmaster 
General. Inspectors and other employ- 
ees are hereby prohibited from present- 
ing such records information 
State court, whether answer sub- 
pena duces tecum otherwise. When- 
ever State court subpena shall have 
been served upon them, they will appear 
court and respectfully decline pre- 
sent the records divulge the informa- 
tion called for, basing their refusal upon 
this regulation.

Creation and authority. (a) 
The Department the Navy and the 
Office the Secretary the Navy were 
established Act Congress April 
30, 1798 Stat. 553; 411-412). 
The organization and functions the 
Department the Navy have been de- 
fined, expanded and affected 


tinuous stream legislation, the extent 
and character which makes any sum- 
mary extended discussion thereof im- 
possible. Certain such legislation, 
pertinent, hereinafter referred 
discussed. 

(b) The increased responsibilities and 
demands imposed World War ne- 
cessitated great expansion and alter- 
ation the organization of, and distri- 
bution functions within, the Naval Es- 
tablishment. With the cessation hos- 
tilities contraction accompanied re- 
organization became inevitable. The 
task adapting the Naval Establish- 
ment peacetime requirements still 
process. The description the or- 
ganization and functions the Naval 
Establishment must therefore under- 
stood based upon transitional and 
necessarily fluid situation. 

(c) The present organization and dis- 
tribution functions within the Naval 
Establishment derived generally from 
Executive Order No. 9635 dated Septem- 
ber 29, 1945 (10 12419). The organ- 
ization and distribution, functions 
further outlined somewhat amplified 
form General Order No. 230 Jan- 
uary 12, 1946 entitled “Policies and Prin- 
ciples Governing the Distribution Au- 
thority and Responsibility for the Ad- 
ministration the Naval Establish- 
ment”. Copies General Orders are 
available for inspection the Navy De- 
partment, Washington, C., and the 
offices each the districts. 

(d) For helpful general statement 
the organization and distribution 
functions within the Naval Establish- 
ment, attention invited the current 
edition the United States Government 
Manual (for sale the Superintendent 
Documents, Government Printing Of- 
fice, Washington 25, $1.00 per 
copy), and the current edition the 
Congressional Directory (for sale $1.25 
per copy the Superintendent Docu- 
ments, United States Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington 25, C.) 


26.2 The Naval Establishment. The 
functional organization the United 
States Navy, sometimes referred the 
Naval Establishment, may divided in- 
three principal parts: 

(a) The Navy Department, the execu- 
tive part the Naval Establishment lo- 
cated the seat the Government, 
which comprises the bureaus, boards and 
offices’ the Navy Department; the 
Headquarters the Marine Corps; and 
the Headquarters the Coast Guard 
(when assigned the Navy). 

(b) The Operating Forces, which in- 
clude the sea, air and amphibious forces 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard (when assigned the Navy), 
shore activities assigned the command 
Fleet and Sea Frontier Commanders 
and the personnel who man them. 

(c) The Shore Establishment, which 
comprises all other activities the Naval 


Establishment including all shore activ- 


ities not assigned the Operating 
Forces. 


Navy Department. The 
executive part the Naval Establish- 
ment, the Navy Department, organized 
terms its functions which are best 
understood reference the statement 
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fundamental naval policy: “To 


tain the entire Naval Establishment 
Strength and readiness uphold na- 
tional policies and interests and guard 
the United States and its continental and 
overseas (General Order 
No. 230, dated January 1946). From 
this fundamental policy evolve four basic 
tasks the responsibility for 
which has within the 
Navy Department. These func- 
tions are policy control, naval command, 
logistics and control, and 
business management. 

(a) The Seeretary. The Naval Esiab- 
lishment subject the direction and 
control the President the United 
States Commander-in-Chief. The 
immediate direction and control, how- 
ever, are exercised the Secretary 
the Navy, acting the representative 
the President. The Secretary retains 
the general responsibility for supervision 
all naval affairs while delegating cer- 
tain responsibilities his naval and 
civilian executive assistants. The Secre- 
tary retains direct control policy and 
communicates directly with all principal 
officials and officers the Naval Estab- 
lishment, necessary desirable, re- 
maining available for direct consultation 
such officials and officers the 
formulation and administration naval 
policies, the Secretary avails himself 
the advice and assistance his prin- 
cipal executive assistants: (1) The Civil- 
ian Executive Assistants; (2) the Naval 
Command Assistant; and (3) the Naval 
Technical Assistants. 

(b) The Naval Command Assistant. 
(1) The second the four basic tasks 
functions the Navy Department 
that Naval Command, which has been 
the Naval Command Assist- 
ant, whose official title The Chief 
Naval Operations, and who acts the 
principal adviser the President and 
the Secretary the Navy the conduct 
war, and the principal naval adviser 
and military executive the Secretary 
the Navy the conduct the activi- 
ties the Naval Establishment, all 
provided Executive Order No. 9635 
dated September 29, 1945 (10 
12419). Naval Command includes com- 
mand the Operating Forces and the 
maintenance such Forces state 
readiness conduct war. the ac- 
complishment the foregoing, the Chief 
Naval Operations responsible under 
the Secretary the Navy for the com- 
mand and administration the Oper- 
ating Forces, for the preparation, readi- 
ness and logistics support such Forces, 
and for the coordination and direction 
efforts the bureaus and offices 
the Navy Department with respect 
foregoing. the discharge these re- 
sponsibilities, the Chief Naval Opera- 
tions the Naval Estab- 
lishment directives embracing matters 
operations, security, intelligence, disci- 
pline, naval communications, and similar 
matters naval administration. 

(2) The third task implementing 
fundamental naval namely, that 
Logistics Administration and Control, 
involves two distinct elements, the logis- 
tics consumption, e., the planning, 
forecasting, determining and distribut- 
ing the requirements the Operating 


Forces, and the logistics production, 
e., the development, procurement, and 
production the materiel and 
required meet the requirements the 
Operating Forces. Although the two 
elements are interrelated and represent 
continuous “cause and rela- 
tionship, has been necessary, the 
interest efficient, orderly administra- 
tion, divide the responsibility for Lo- 
gistics Administration and Control be- 
tween the Chief Naval Operations 
and the Civilian Executive Assistants 
aided the Naval Technical Assistants. 
Accordingly, there has been delegated 
the Chief Naval Operations responsi- 
bility over the following: 

(i) Planning and forecasting the re- 
quirements the Operating Forces for 
finished materiel, trained personnel and 
supporting services. 

Issuing statements these re- 
quirements (in terms what needed, 
when needed and where needed) 
the bureaus and offices the Navy 
Department and, through them, the 
Shore Establishment. This responsibil- 
ity encompasses the determination 
naval characteristics for materiel 
procured developed, and the deter- 
mination the training and instruction 
required fit naval personnel and com- 
mands for service with the Operating 
Forces, 

(iii) Reviewing and evaluating the 
progress the bureaus and offices and 
the Shore Establishment fulfilling 
these requirements, and issuing such or- 
ders may required assure the 
requirements are met. 

Collaborating with the Civilian 
Executive Assistants expediting ful- 
filiment these requirements, evalu- 
ating and strengthening the policies and 
procedures governing the determination 
stock levels and replenishment re- 
quirements, and the administration 
inventory control systems. 

The Civilian Executive Assistants. 
The fourth task function the Navy 
Department, Business and 
the logistics administration 
and control discussed previously, are 
delegated the Civilian Executive As- 
sistants the Secretary. Civilian 
Executive Assistants are the Under Sec- 
retary, the Assistant Secretary, and the 
Secretary for Air. 

(1) The Under Secretary. The Under 
Secretary, who appointed the Pres- 
ident and with the advice and consent 
the Senate and who under present 
law (54 Stat. 494; 421b) serves 
during national emergency only, has 
been delegated the responsibility, ac- 
cordance with law and executive orders, 
for assuring that the Business Manage- 
ment the Naval Establishment 
properly conducted. This responsibility 
the Under Secretary includes general 
supervision matters organization, 
staffing, administrative procedures, utili- 
zation personnel, materials and 
ties, and the budgeting and expenditure 
funds. this connection, the Under 
Secretary has immediate supervision 
the activities the Executive Office 
the Secretary, listed under 26.4‘c). 

(2) The Assistant Secretary. As- 
sistant Secretary, appointed the Pres- 
ident and with the advice and consent 
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the Senate (26 Stat. 254; 420) 
has been delegated the responsibility, 
accordance with law and executive or- 
ders, for that part the Logistics Ad- 
ministration and Control the Naval 
Establishment which relates the pro- 
mulgation policies and general pro- 
cedures governing (i) the procurement 
and production matériel and facilities; 
(ii) the determination stock Ievels and 
replenishment requirements collabora- 
tion with the Chief Naval Operations, 
and the administration inventory con- 
trol systems; and (iii) the correlation 
and programming matériel research, 
experimental, test and development ac- 
tivities. this connection, the Assist- 
ant Secretary has immediate supervision 
the activities the Executive Office 


the Secretary which are listed under 


(d). The Assistant Secretary also 
responsible for the presentation the 
Navy’s procurement requirements 
other governmental agencies control- 
ling the availability products, ma- 
terials and facilities. 

(3) The Assistant Secretary for Air. 
The Assistant Secretary for Air, ap- 
pointed the President and with 
the advice and consent the Senate 
(44 Stat. 767; has been 
delegated the responsibility, accord- 
ance with law and executive orders, for 
all matters relating aeronautics (ex- 
cept otherwise assigned the Under 
Secretary and the Assistant Secretary), 
including the coordination naval aero- 
nautics with other governmental agen- 
cies. this connection, supervises 


the Navy’s participation the 


Board and the Air Coordinating 
Committee (under (1) and 
26.4(e) (2) addition his duties 
with respect aeronautical matters, the 
Assistant Secretary for Air responsible 
for that part the logistics 
tion and control the Naval Establish- 
ment which relates the procurement 
and administration personnel includ- 
ing labor relations the plants 
contractors. this the As- 
Sistant Secretary for Air has immediate 
supervision the activities the Exec- 
utive Office the Secretary listed

(d) Naval Technical Assistants. The 
Naval Technical Assistants are the chiefs 
bureaus, the Judge Advocate General, 
and the Commandant the Marine 
Corps, and the Commandant the 
Coast Guard (when assigned the 
Navy) who are directly responsible for 
the discharge all the duties assigned 
their respective organizations, ac- 
with the orders directives 
the Secretary, the Civilian Executive 
Assistants, and the Chief Naval Op-

The Naval Technical Assistants per- 
form these responsibilities through the 
organization their respective bureaus 
and offices, which are described de- 
tail 26.6 through 26.13. 

The discussion above has outlined 
general terms the over-all organization 
the Naval Establishment. more de- 

tailed presentation certain its 
component parts presented below. 


26.4 Executive Office the Secre- 
tary. (a) assist the Secretary and 
the Civilian Executive Assistants the 
discharge their functions and respon- 
sibilities, various Offices, Committees, 
Boards and Divisions have been created, 
which are directly responsible and 
which act for the Secretary and his As- 
sistants and which collectively constitute 
the Executive Office the Secretary. 
Such Boards, Offices, Committees and 
Divisions generally assist the. Secretary: 
and such Assistants the formulation 
policy and administration, and dis- 
charge for the Secretary and such As- 
sistants specific functions are fro 
time time assigned: 

Boards, offices, and 
under the direct supervision the Sec- 
retary—(1) Facilities Review Board. 
The Board, established November 21, 
1945, reviews and approves disap- 
proves all requests for new facilities proj- 
ects for continental and overseas shore 
establishments. The Board may inves- 
tigate any phase the operating proced- 
ure the shore establishments insure 
more efficient use facilities and may 
issue orders necessary appropriate 
result such investigation. Orders 
the Board are construed emanating 
from the Secretary the Navy. 

(2) General Board the Navy. The 
General Board was established March 13, 
1900. acts advisory capacity 
the Secretary the Navy. Its composi- 
tion and duties are set forth the 
Navy Regulations, 1920, Art. 393, par. 
and Arts. inclusive. 

(3) Joint Army and Navy Board (Navy 
Participation). The Joint Board, which 
was organized July 17, 1903, composed 
ranking officers both War and Navy 
Departments. Any matters which, 
either the War Department the Navy 
Department, seem require cooperation 
between the two services, may re- 
ferred that Department the Joint 
Board. may also originate such con- 
sideration subjects as, its judgment, 
necessary. The Board confers upon, 
discusses, and reaches such common con- 
clusions May practicable. Since 
the beginning World War II, most 
the functions the Joint Board have 
been performed the Joint Chiefs 
Staff. 


(4) Joint Chiefs Staff (Navy Par- 
ticipation). The Joint Chiefs Staff 
came into being result the organi- 
zation the Combined Chiefs Staff 
(British .and United States Chiefs 
Staff), February 1942. The Chief 
Staff the Commander Chief 
the Army and ‘Navy; the Chief Naval 
Operations; The Chief Staff, 
Army; and the Commanding General, 
Army Air Forces, comprise the Joint 
Chiefs Staff. Under the direction 
the President the Joint Chiefs Staff 
consult together matters joint con- 
cern the armed forces, advise the 
President their use, take appropri- 
ate aetion implement his plans and 
policies Commander Chief the 
Army and Navy, and coordinate the mili- 
tary efforts the Army and the Navy. 

(5) Joint Economy Board (Navy Par- 
ticipation). The Joint Economy Board, 
organized May 13, 1935, charged with 
the responsibility investigating and 
reporting economies which can 
effected from time time, without loss 
efficiency, eliminating duplication 
and simplifying functions those ac- 
tivities the War and Navy Depart- 
ments with joint operations 
the two services which have ap- 
proximately parallel functions. 

Office Naval History. The 
Office Naval History was established 
July 31, 1944, directly under the Secre- 
tary the Navy. The Director this 
Office charged with coordinating the 
widely distributed work the Navy De- 
partment the preparation histories 
and narratives the present war, 
order assure adequate coverage 
serve present and future needs and ef- 
fectively eliminate nonessential and 
overlapping effort. This includes super- 
vision and coordination the work 
preparing histories naval adminis- 
tration and naval operations for publi- 
cation. 

(7) Office Public Information. The 
Office Public Information was origi- 
nally established May 1941 under 
the title “Office Public Relations”. 
Under date June 18, 1945, this title 
was changed the “Office Public In- 
formation”. The function this office 
inform the American public the 
activities its Navy. 

(8) War-Navy Coordinating 
Committee (Navy Participation). The 
State-War-Navy Coordinating Commit- 
tee, organized February 10, 1945, 
charged with coordinating the view 
the three departments 
tary matters which all have com- 
mon interest. Particular attention 
paid correlation national policy 
with foreign policy. 

(9) The Patent Royalty Revision 
Board. (i) The Royalty Adjustment Act 
1942 (35 83-96) provides that 
whenever invention, whether pat- 
ented unpatented, manufactured, 
used, sold, otherwise disposed for 
the United States (in this case, the Navy 
under the conditions set 
forth Act, and the license under 
which this done includes provisions for 
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amounts which are believed un- 
reasonable excessive the Secretary 
the Navy his duly authorized dele- 
gate, the Secretary such delegate shall 
give written notice such fdcts the 
and the licensee. The Act fur- 
ther provides that within reasonable 
time after the effective date the notice, 
event less than ten days, the Secre- 
tary the Navy his authorized dele- 
gate order shall fix and specify such 
rates amounts royalties, any, 
shall are fair and just, tak- 
ing into account the conditions war- 
time production, and shall authorize the 
payment thereof the licensee the 
licensor account such manufacture, 
use, sale, other disposition. Either the 
licensor the licensee privileged, 
requests within ten days from the 
effective date the notice, present 
within days from the date his re- 
quest, writing person, any facts 
circumstances which may, his 
opinion, have bearing upon thé rates 
termined, fixed and specified afore- 
said and the order fixing such rates and 
amounts royalties shall issued 
within reasonable time after such 
presentation.

(c) Boards, offices, committees and di- 


visions under the direct supervision 
the Under Administra- 
tive Office. This office was organized 
July 1941, and assists the Under Sec- 
retary the general administration and 
business management the Navy De- 
partment. responsible for Depart- 
mental management services, including 
space, mail, telephone, office equipment 
and supplies, warehousing, printing and 
publications, correspondence and records 
management, microfilming (except 
mail), building security, transportation, 
rationing, housing, restaurants, civilian 
payrolls, machine 
personal business facilities, civilian 


health services, improvement working 
conditions, and related management 
functions increase efficiency and econ- 
omy operation. provides the civilian 
personnel administration for the Navy 
Department, and the fiscal control over 
several Naval appropriations. re- 
sponsible for the operation the records 
management and disposal program the 
field and has technical control over field 
publications and printing offices. 

(2) Industrial Survey Division. The 
Industrial Survey Division, organized 
June 20, 1944, acts keep the Under 
Secretary the Navy informed the 
efficiency operation and utilization 
manpower the industrial activities 
the shore establishments the Naval 
Establishment, including the effective use 
personnel engaged industrial work. 

(3) Office the Fiscal Director. This 
office, organized December 1944, for- 
mulates, establishes, supervises and co- 
ordinates all policies and procedures af- 
fecting the finance, budgeting, account- 
ing and auditing activities the Navy 
Department. With the exception the 
Finance Division, the functions this 
office relate solely the internal man- 
agement the Navy. 

July 17, 1946, the Office Budget 
and Reports was made part the 
Office Fiscal Director. The Office 
Budget and Reports has charge the 
preparation and execution the Navy 
Department’s budget, and analyzes the 
estimates the individual bureaus and 
offices and correlates them into well- 
balanced program. After funds have 
been appropriated Congress, the office 
revises the budgetary program con- 
form specific funds and follows the 
execution that program. 

December 22, 1945, the Finance Di- 
vision was placed under the cognizance 
the Office Fiscal Director. The di- 
rective bringing about this change dele- 
gated the following authorities the 
Fiscal Director with power his part 
redelegate the same: 

(i) All authority and discretion the 
Secretary the Navy under Executive 
Order No. 9112 (7. 2367) 

(ii) All authority and discretion the 
Secretary the Navy under Executive 
Order No. 9001 6787) with re- 
spect advance and progress payments; 

(iii) All authority and discretion con- 
ferred the Secretary the Navy 
the Navy Department under Sections 
and the Contract Settlement Act 
1944 (58 Stat. 649; 101) 
with respect loans and advance pay- 
ments; and 

(iv) All authority for the establish- 
ment, supervision and coordination 
policies and procedures with respect 
advance and progress payments under 
Navy contracts. 

(4) Office Management Engineer. 
The Office Management Engineering, 
formerly branch the Industrial Sur- 
vey Division, was organized separate 
entity May 29, 1946. This office advises 
and assists the Under Secretary the 
discharge his responsibilities with re- 
spect “business administration”. 
reviews, plans, coordinates, integrates 
and evaluates continuing 
management planning and control pro- 
grams throughout the Navy Department 
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and Shore Establishments; assists the 
heads major activities developing, 
training and establishing programs for 
their work, criteria and 
techniques for appraising performance. 

(5) Office the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral. The Office the Judge Advocate 

eneral 26.13) under the direct 
supervision the Under Secretary 
the Navy with respect the review of- 
records naval courts. 

(d) Boards, Offices, Committees and 
Divisions under the direct supervision 
the Assistant Secretary.—(1) Army and 
Navy Munitions Board (Navy Participa- 
tion).- This Board, originally organized 
1922, has for its purpose coordinating 
the plans the Army and Navy for the 
procurement munitions and supplies 
for national defense. August 18, 
1945, the Board was reconstituted 
order approved the President Com- 
mander-in-Chief. now constituted the 
Board comprises Civilian Executive 
Chairman, the Under Secretary War, 
and the Assistant Secretary the Navy. 
The Executive Committee consists the 
Civilian Executive Chairman, general 
officer the Army, and flag officer 
the Navy, with secretariat and staff 
made from each 
service. matters major policy, the 
Board advised Policy Committee 
made top echelon military repre- 
sentatives the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. 

The functions the Board include 
formulating plans and policies for in- 
dustrial mobilization emergency 
and coordinating such plans between the 
Services; coordinating the work the 
War and Navy Departments with regard 
industrial matters, including procure- 
ment plans for the services; supervising 
such joint bodies are may cre- 
ated consider any subject falling 
within the scope the Board’s respon- 
sibility; and formulating and expressing 
the military interest the War and 
Navy Departments with respect our 
foreign trade. 

The Board, its capacity repre- 
sentative the Secretaries War and 
Navy, has from time time been as- 
signed specific duties and functions 
statute. are the functions 
assigned the Board under the Strategic 
and Critical Materials Stock Piling Act 
(Public Law 520—79th Congress). 

(2) Lend-Lease Liaison Office. The 
Lend-Lease Liaison Office represents the 
Secretary the Navy negotiations 
between lend-lease representatives 
foreign governments and lend-lease rep- 
resentatives various bureaus and offices 
the Navy Department. The activities 
this Office are currently concerned 
chiefly with the settlement and closing 
out lend-lease accounts and with the 
Preparation records. 

(3) Material Division. The Chief 
the Material Division charged with 
the coordination, formulation policy 
With respect to, and certain cases the 
administration all the material and 
activities the Naval 
Establishment, including contract termi- 
hation and property redistribution and 
disposal, and the performance such 
other duties the Secretary the Navy 


may direct. The orders the Material 
Division are considered emanating 
from the Secretary the Navy and have 
full force and effect such. 

The Chief assisted the Vice Chief 
the Material Division, and the 
Deputy Chiefs for Procurement Policy, 
Production Policy, Field Operations and 
Material Control Policy, who head re- 
spectively the four main branches the 
Material Division. 

perform the functions for which 
the Chief the Division responsible, 
the Material Division organized and 
its functions distributed, follows: 

(i) Procurement Policy Branch. This 
Branch formulates and promulgates 
policies and general procedures govern- 
ing the activities the Naval Establish- 
ment with respect to: (a) the procure- 
ment material and facilities, including 
the negotiation contracts, (b) the 
allocation responsibility for procure- 
ment common items among the vari- 
ous bureaus, (c) performance and pay- 
ment bonds and insurance, (d) contract 
terminations, and related matters in- 
dustrial readjustment. This Branch 
further reviews and evaluates compli- 
ance with such policies and procedures 
and issues such orders may re- 
quired assure compliance.

This Branch also exercises di- 
rect control Supervising Inspectors

274), conducts the professional 
examinations line officers, including 
warrant and chief warrant officers the 
Navy, for promotion; and for ap- 
pointment, transfer, and promotion 
the Naval Reserve; competitive ex- 
aminations warrant and chief warrant 
officers for appointment commissioned 
ranks ensign, lieutenant (junior 
grade), and lieutenant the Regular 
Navy; competitive examinations en- 
listed personnel for appointment 
warrant ranks the Regular Navy; and 
examinations records chief warrant 
officers, Regular Navy and Naval Reserve 

(8) Naval Examining Board (Medi- 
cal).

employment, transfer, pro- 
motion, separation, efficiency rating, and 
training civilian employees, well 
those relating wage administration, 
classification, employee relations, safety 
engineering and allowances person- 
nel for civilian billets. responsible 
for coordinating the Department’s over- 
all personnel program that uniform 
standards are maintained throughout. 
Procedures under which this Office op- 
erates and compilation the laws and 
policies governing its actions are con- 
tained the Navy Civilian Personnel 
Instructions. 

(14) Office the Judge 
General. The Office the Judge Advo- 
cate General under the direct super- 
vision the Assistant Secretary for Air

companies and supply activities. 

(2) Furnishing naval activities un- 
der the Bureau Supplies 
and Accounts, and may required 
the other bureaus, direction 
matters concerning materials han- 
dling, warehousing, carloading, and 
stevedoring the end that naval ma- 
terials may expeditiously handled into 
and through naval activities mini- 
mum cost and with the least expenditure 
manpower, storage and shipping 
space. 

(3) Recommendations the Bureau 
Yards and Docks relative the loca- 
tion, design, construction, and equip- 
ment storehouses and other facilities 

(4) Recommendations the Bureau 
Ships for space and equipment require- 
ments supply activities afloat. 

(5) Coordinating the assembly the 
and materials required for the 
initial establishment bases, 
and determining storage and space re- 
quirements connection with the move- 
met such bases. 

Coordinating the compilation and 
for the printing Navy De- 
specifications, and supervising 
the upkeep stocks these specifica- 
tions, and the Navy stock Federal 

(7) Preparing budget estimates and 
the expenditure sums re- 
for freight, fuel, clothing, sub- 
naval personnel, and for the 


maintenance supply, disbursing, and 
accounting activities ashore. 

(8) Controlling the Naval Stock Fund, 
Naval Working Fund, Clothing.and 
Stores Fund, and Naval Procurement 
Fund; and the stocks supplies and 
materials procured with these funds. 

(9) Developing fiscal and accounting 
policies and procedures relative the 
possession and operating private plants 
the Navy, and their return private 
ownership. 

(10) Recommendations the Bureau 
Naval Personnel for the education and 


_training officers the Supply Corps 


and their assignment duty. 

(11) Supervision the reporting 
the inventories, the usage, and the re- 
quirements critical and strategic ma- 
terials needed the Navy, except for 
technical items which are procured di- 
rectly the bureau concerned. 

(12) Supervision the receipt, cus- 
tody, warehousing, and issuance navy 
supplies and exclusive med- 
ical items, and ammunition, projec- 
tiles, mines and explosives. 

(13) Administration centralized 
storage program for the navy within 
the continental United States, involving 
the monthly reporting all storage 
space use all naval activities, the 
allocation storage space naval sup- 
ply depots, and the recommendation for 
the increase, decrease, and transfer 
storage facilities meet over-all naval 
requirements. Directing the collection, 
classification, and re-use ultimate dis- 
posal sale transfer all Navy and 
Marine Corps scrap, salvage, and sur- 
plus materials. This includes condemned 
vessels, materials offshore naval ac- 
tivities and combat areas, scrap and sal- 
vage materials private plants engaged 
work for the Navy, and residual ma- 
terials created contract modifications 
terminations. 

(14) Developing new containers and 
packaging methods for the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 

(15) Authorizing and supervising the 
transportation Navy property, civilian 
personnel, and the household effects 
naval personnel, both military and civil- 
ian; the proceurement cargoes, the 
loading and discharging supply ships 
and tankers, and the charter mer- 
chant vessels for the transportation 
supplies. 

(16) Determining allowable costs un- 
der all types Navy contracts wherein 
cost the basis for compensation. 

(17) Payment for all articles and serv- 
ices procured for the Navy; payment 
payrolls, military and civilian; payment 
family allowances the dependents 
naval personnel and other allot- 
ments; and arranging for funds required 
Navy disbursing officers. 

(18) Supervising the issuance 
Savings Bonds purchased naval per- 
sonnel, both military and civilian. 

(19) Keeping and auditing the prop- 
erty and money accounts the Naval 
Establishment, including accounts all 
and operating expenses 
yards and stations; inventory rec- 
ords relating the plant properties, 
facilities, and capital equipment owned 
whole part the Navy and 


Marine Corps; the direction naval cost 
accounting; and the rendering peri- 
Odic and special reports involved. 

(c) perform the functions for 
which the Chief the Bureau respon- 
sible, the Bureau organized follows: 


Chief the Bureau. 
Assistant Chief the Bureau. 
Administrative Groups and Divi- 
sions. 
Director Supply and Staff. 
Requirements Group. 
Supply Services Group. 
Fiscal Director and Staff.

(d) The Bureau maintains three field 
Offices: (1). the Catalog Office, New York, 
which compiles information for the Gen- 
eral Stores -Section the Catalog 
Navy Matériel, (2) the Ship’s Store Office, 
New York, which administers Navy ship’s 
store, commissary store, and ship service 
activities, and (3) the Field Branch, 
Cleveland, which primarily concerned 
with disbursing and payments under the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act 
1942, the Missing Persons Act, the 
Mustering Out Payment Act and the six 
months death gratuity law. 

(e) The Bureau also primarily re- 
sponsible for Supply Activities Ashore 
and Afloat. 

(1) Supply Activities Ashore under the 
direction the Secretary the Navy 
and with the cooperation the other 
bureaus has established stocks maté- 
riel various locations the continent 
and extra-continental bases. Ap- 
proximately 580 major and minor supply 
activities, each charge Supply 
Corps officer, carry out the assigned mis- 
sion. Major supply activities replenish 
their stock through the Bureau Sup- 
plies and Accounts, while minor activi- 
ties replenish from major ones. Maté- 
riel from other bureaus channeled 
through these supply outlets, the control 
being exercised the Bureau concerned. 
The Bureau Supplies and Accounts 
has complete responsibility for the pro- 
curement, storage, and distribution 
general naval stores, provisions, ship’s 
store items, clothing (except aeronau- 
tics), and certain extent, petroleum 
products. Responsibility times dual, 
the case the large portion 
aeronautical supplies under the joint 
control the Bureau Aeronautics and 
the Bureau Supplies and Accounts 
the office the Aviation Supply Officer,

The hundreds supply depots through- 
out the world are primarily concerned 
with supporting the striking force the 
Navy, the Fleet. fulfilling this role 
the activities the Supply Corps are 
closely allied with logistics type com- 
mands established implement the de- 
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livery goods and services the fight- 
ing forces. 


26.12 Bureau Yards and Docks. 
(a) The duties the Bureau Yards 
and Docks are performed under the au- 
thority the Secretary the Navy, and 
its orders are considered emanating 
from him, and have full force and effect 
Bureau directed the Chief the 
Bureau Yards and Docks who ap- 
pointed the President and’ with the 
advice and consent the Senate for 
term four years (12 Stat. 510; USC 
432). The Deputy and Assistant the 
Chief perform the duties the Chief 
the latter’s absence (39 Stat. 558; USC 
445). 

(b) The Bureau performs the follow- 
ing functions: 

(1) The duties this Bureau com- 
prise all that relates the design and 
construction public works and public 
utilities the Naval Shore Establish- 
ment, and during the war period super- 
vises the construction private plant 
facilities and extensions financed with 
naval funds. scope its functions 
includes structures and improvements 
located within the United States, 
Alaska, various island possessions, 
Panama, British Islands the Atlantic, 
and temporary advance bases through- 
out the world. 

(2) Its work embraces such major 
engineering categories drydocks, both 
graving and floating, marine railways, 
shipbuilding ways, harbor works, quay 
walls, piers, wharves, landings, dredging 
operations, floating stationary 
cranes, power plants, fuel plants, fleet 
facilities, shops and industrial buildings, 
turret and erection shops, machine and 
electric shops, foundries, structural 
shops, assembly and repair shops for air- 
craft, etc., Naval supply depots, admin- 
istration buildings, barracks and quar- 
ters, Naval hospitals and dispensaries, 
refrigerating plants, ammunition stor- 
age planis, torpedo plants, Marine Bar- 
racks, fuel storage plants and distribu- 
tion, Naval powder factories, heavier and 
lighter-than-air facilities for aviation, 
aircraft overhaul and. assembly plants, 
landing fields, radio stations, sewage dis- 
posal plants and distribution systems for 
heating, lighting, power, telephone, wa- 
ter, sewer and railroads, roads, water 
supply and sanitation, etc. 

(3) charged with the mainte- 
nance and upkeep the Naval Shore 
Establishment where such responsibility 
not assigned law some other 
Bureau. responsible for annual in- 
spections and all major repairs public 
works and public utilities; designs and 
constructs all Naval public works and 
public utilities after consulting 
their operating features with the Bureau 
office concerned. 

(4) Its responsibilities include tech- 
nical assistance and advice the Bu- 
reau Naval Personnel connection 
with the training Construction Bat- 
talions, personnel known 
and technical assistance and advice 
the Chief Naval Operations relative

and assembly ports embarkation

vance bases, and collaborates with the 
Bureau Supplies Accounts the 
procurement and ma- 
terials. 

(5) has charge the upkeep and 
operation power plants, transporta- 
tion facilities, weight-handling equip- 
ment, conductors for air, heat, light, 
power and steam shipyards and 
naval activities under its maintenance 
cognizance. maintains such records 
power plant installations and per- 
formance all other naval activities 
pacity the bureau office concerned. 
acquires real estate for the Navy 
purchase lease for Naval purposes, 
and has custody real estate not 
active use. 

(c) perform the functions for 
which the Chief the Bureau re- 
sponsible, the Bureau organized 
follows:

over the design, construction, mainte- 
nance and repair public works and 
public utilities the several Naval Dis- 
tricts and Naval Stations; (4) Officers- 
in-Charge Construction designated 
the Bureau Yards and Docks con- 
nection with specific contracts under 
the cognizance the Bureau Yards 
and Docks, who, under the direction 
the Chief the Bureau Contracting 
Officer, have complete charge the 
work and exercise full supervision there- 
over and addition supervise the con- 


struction civil works for the other Bu- 
reaus the Navy Department; and (5) 
Civil Works Engineers who make in- 
spections and prepare reports main- 
tenance, demolition, restoration and dis- 
position civil works and who, when or- 
dered, perform the functions Officers- 
in-Charge Construction those cases 
where the work under the cognizance 
the Bureau Yards and Docks being 
performed privately operated es- 
than shore es- 
tablishment the Navy. 


26.12 United States Marine Corps. 
(a) While the Marine Corps operates 
integral part the Naval Establish- 
ment, the Headquarters organization 
very complete operating organization 
itself, and more self-contained than 
are the Navy bureaus. law the Ma- 
rine Corps component parts thereof 
may detached from duty under the 
Navy Executive Order and assigned 
duty elsewhere and must self-sufficient 
fulfill its traditional status readi- 
ness. 

The Continental Marines, forerunner 
the present Corps, was organized 
resolution the Continental Congress 
November 10, 1775. The present United 
States Marine Corps was established 
Act Congress July 11, 1798. Stat. 
594, USC 621). 

(b) The Commandant the Marine 
Corps, who appointed the Presi- 
dent and with the advice and con- 
sent the Senate for term four 
years, charged with and responsible 
for the procurement, discharge, educa- 
tion, training, discipline, and distribu- 
tion officers and enlisted 
the Marine Corps, including the Marine 
Corps Reserve, and its equipment, sup- 
ply, administration and general ef- 
ficiency. 

(c) The Assistant the Commandant 
the Commandant’s principal advisor 
and performs the duties Chief 
Staff. also assists coordinating the 
work the separate divisions and staff 
and performs the duties 
the Commandant the latter’s absence. 

(d) Headquarters un- 
der the direction the Commandant, 
composed the following agencies: 


Offices the Commandant. 

Administrative Division. 
Division Plans and Policies. 
Division Public Information. 
Division Aviation. 
Division Reserve. 
Division Recruiting. 
Inspection Division. 

Personnel Department. 

Supply Department. 


These agencies, under the direction 
the below designated officer-heads, per- 
form the functions indicated. 

(e) The Administrative Officer re- 
sponsible for administration of. civilian 
personnel and placement enlisted per- 
sonnel Headquarters, operation 
services affecting Headquarters 
whole, and operation Headquarters 
communications office. 

(f) The Director Plans and Policies, 
under the direction the Commandant, 
formulates Marine Corps policy and de- 
velops plans for personnel, 
operations, supply, equipment and 
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ing, maintains liaison regarding these 
matters with other agencies, and re- 
sponsible for the organization and train- 
ing all Marine Corps elements other 
than Marine Corps aviation. 

(g) The Director Public Informa- 
tion responsible for informing the pub- 
lic activities the Marine Corps. 

(h) The Director Aviation the 
senior naval aviator detailed duty 
the Division Aviation. the As- 
sistant Commandant for Air, and ad- 
visor the Commandant all matters 
pertaining Marine Corps 
aviation. Under the direction the 
administration, organization, training 
and other activities Marine Corps avia- 
tion. Through the Deputy Chief Naval 


Operations (Air) maintains liaison 


tween the Chief Operations and 
the Commandant the Marine Corps 
all matters pertaining Marine Corps 
Aviation; also maintains liaison be- 
tween the Commandant and the Chief 
the Bureau Aeronautics. 

(i) The Director Reserve has super- 
vision over mattefs relating ground 
units the Organized Marine Corps Re- 
serve and all classes the Volunteer 
Marine Corps Reserve. 

(j) The Director Recruiting carries 
out the policies the Commandant re- 
specting entry into the service and ad- 
ministers the various recruiting activ- 
ities the Marine Corps. 

(k) The Inspector General makes pe- 
riodic inspections and special investiga- 
tions when ordered the Commandant, 
making written reports containing find- 
ings fact and recommendations con- 
cerhing irregularities for the improve- 
ment the efficiency the activity in- 
spected. 

(1) The Director Personnel, Marine 
Corps carries out those policies the 
Comandant which pertain military 
personnel. especially concerned 
with promotion, discipline, decorations, 
retirement, discharge, dependency allow- 
ance, morale, post exchange, target prac- 
tice records and statistics, casualties, 
classifications, detachment, and transfer. 
responsible for the maintenance 
personnel records, statistics, and general 
files, and for the issuance Savings 
Bonds. 

(m) The Quartermaster General the 
Marine Corps the head the former 
Quartermaster’s Department and Pay- 
master’s Department which have recently 
been consolidated into single depart- 
ment. 

(1) The Supply Department has the 
responsibility procuring, storing and 
distributing all supplies for the Marine 
Corps. addition combat material, 
provides for subsistence, construction 
Material and labor; has jurisdiction over 
barracks, and other public 
buildings provided for officers and en- 
listed personnel, and repairs, alterations 
improvements thereto; vehicles for 
the transportation troops and supples; 
furnishes means transportation for 
movement troops; and prints and is- 
blank forms for the Marine Corps. 

(2) Likewise, this department has cog- 
hizance over all matters relating the 
Payment pay and Ma- 
Corps and attached Navy personnel 


and the administrative audit and 
analyses accounts and returns Dis- 
bursing Officers. This Department also 
has the responsibility for the disburse- 
ment all monies necessary for the pay- 
ment for all equipment, supplies, main- 
tenance and services from funds appro- 
priated the Congress for the Marine 
Corps. 


26.13 The Office the Judge Advo- 
cate General (a) The Office the 
Judge Advocate General was authorized 
the Act.of June 1880, amended 
(21 Stat. 164; USC 428). 

this organization con- 
Judge Advocate General (Act 
June 1880, amended, supra), 
Assistant Judge Advocate General, who 
performs the duties the Judge Advo-

Prepares opinions the le- 
gality courtmartial trials, initiates 
action correct legal and procedural 
errors the administration naval 
justice. 

(ii) Naval Boards. Reviews for legal 
sufficiency the records proceedings 
investigation; boards investigation; 
courts inquiry; examining, promotion, 
retiring and selection boards; and boards 
medical examiners. Prepares pre- 
cepts for fact-finding bodies convened 
the Secretary the Navy, and changes 
membership thereon. Prepares opin- 
ions the legality fact-finding bodies, 
and initiates action correct legal and 
procedural errors 
matters. 

(iii) Other matters: Reviews, for the 
Secretary the Navy, cases acted upon 
Boards Review established under 
section 302 the Servicemen’s Read- 
justment Act 1944 (58 Stat. 284, 286; 
review retirement release inac- 
tive service officers due physical 
disabilities.

Prepares opinions 
and correspondence miscellaneous 
matters not handled elsewhere, includ- 
ing review telephone contracts and 
handling requests for sale naval 
vessels. 

Pay and allowances. Advises and 
prepares opinions pay and allowances 
for naval personnel, including travel, de- 

endency benefits quarters; liaison with 
General Accounting Office and Veterans’ 
Administration. 

(iii) Public information. public 
may secure information make submit- 
tals requests personal call 
correspondence addressed the Judge 
Advocate General, Navy Department, 
Washington 25, 

(3) General Law Division 
Negotiates the settlement 
claims for damages caused naval ves- 
sels; prepares defense litigated cases; 
liaison with Department Justice, War 
Shipping Administration and Maritime 
Commission. 

(ii) Delegation final authority. (a) 
Final authority vested the Secretary 
the Navy under certain circumstances 
settle claims not exceeding payment 
one million dollars resulting from 
damages caused naval vessels for 
towage salvage service such 
(58 Stat. 726; 797). 

Final authority vested the 
Secretary the Navy under certain cir- 
cumstances settle claims not exceeding 
payment one million dollars for dam-

26.14 the Chief Naval Op- 
erations. (a) The functions the Chief 
Naval Operations, the principal naval 
adviser the President and the Secre- 
tary’s Naval Command Assistant, have 
been described 26.3 (b).

Naval Operations). 

Maintenance with other in- 
spection agencies the naval service. 

(3) Deputy Chief Naval Operations 
(Personnel). Initiation and develop- 
ment personal logistic plans and poli- 
cies.

The Naval Observatory also in- 
Spects, tests, develops, experimentally 
constructs, repairs, manufactures, stores, 
and distributes designated navigational

tivities authorizing and furnishing funds. 

(g) The Naval Communication Service 
activity under the cognizance 
the Office the Chief Naval Opera- 
tions and directly administered 
officer the Navy detailed duty 
the Chief Naval Communications. 
The Chief Naval ad- 
ministers the operation the Naval 
Shore Communication System; super- 
vises Naval postal affairs and the ac- 
counting and disbursing radio, wire 
and cable tolls; procures, assigns and 
protects naval radio frequencies and ef- 
fects the necessary coordination and liai- 
son communication matters with civil 
and military services the United States 
and other nations. 


The Shore Establishment supplies and 
maintains the Operating Forces under 
the direct supervision the Navy De- 
partment. 

(a) The Secretary, through his Civil- 
ian Executive Assistants, provides gen- 
eral administrative supervision and es- 
tablishes the operating policies and pro- 
cedures governing civilian personnel, 
matters procurement, production, and 
industrial management. 

(b) The Navy Technical Assistants ex- 
ercise technical supervision and, speci- 
fied cases, direct management control

their respective Bureaus), and 
cases control the expenditure funds 
for the upkeep and operating activities 
the Shore Establishment; Bureau 
management here reflects and projects 
administrative and business methods, 
procedures and directions channeled 
from the Civilian Executive Assistants 
charged with these responsibilities. 

(c) The Naval Command Assistant 
(The Chief Naval Operations) exer- 
cises military control and command, 
and oversees the coordination all lo- 
gistic services the Operating Forces, 
through the District Commandants and 
Commanders the Naval Bases, Naval 
Air BaSes, and Sea Frontiers. 

(d) Geographically, the Shore Estab- 
lishment distributed throughout the 
United States. Functionally, the more 
than 6300 (wartime) activities 
within the continental limits may 
grouped into nine general, broadly clas- 
sified types installations and activities 
follows: 

(1) Shipbuilding and Repair activities 
which include the eleven naval shipyards 
well numerous small activities for 
the construction and repair ships. 
These activities contribute the basic 
function manufacturing many special 


materials used the construction and 
repair ships, supervising work per- 
formed private yards, conducting 
research and experimental work for the 
improvement the air, surface and sub- 
marine fleet, and engaging 
other types allied service. 

(2) Naval Air activities are the air 
bases, air training commands, air sta- 
tions, and air facilities. These activities 
are engaged variety functions 
including aeronautical research and de- 
velopment, specialized training flight 
and ground personnel; 
maintenance and supply naval air- 
craft. 

(3) Naval Ordnance activities include 
numerous depots for the maintenance, 
storage and issue all items ordnance 
material, for the actual manufacture 
certain items specialized ordnance 
such guns, mines and torpedoes. 
Further, they include, for the develop- 
ment and test ordnance materials, 
such facilities proving grounds, ord- 
nance laboratories, and ordnance test 
stations. 

(4) Procurement and Supply activities 
cover the whole field 

xpediting, storing, maintaining inven- 

tories, disbursing, inspection, and audit- 
ing. Major supply depots are engaged 
the storage and issue supplies, 
clothing provisions, fuel, and other 
classes allied and general material. 
These activities also include field 
accounting and disbursing offices which 
pay for, control and check all con- 
tracts the bureaus and 
other specified authority. addition, 
these activities handle enlisted, officer 
and civilian pay and allowances well 
dependency claims, 
and the like. 

(5) Naval activities are de- 
voted largely recruiting, training, wel- 
fare, enforcing discipline and the 
distribution Naval personnel. During 
the war there were some 1,600 such 
activities, including excess 800 
schools and various types training 
units, which the United States Naval 
Academy Annapolis one. 

(6) Medical Department activities in- 
clude hospitals, convalescent centers, and 
numerous clinics, dispensaries, labora- 
tories, and medical supply depots which 
make more than 150 medical 
department centers. 

(7) Marine Corps activities within the 
United States are divided among two 
principal types: (i) those having their 
primary objective the training, supply- 
ing and maintaining Marine Corps 
personnel and equipment, and (ii) those 
activities located naval shore activities 
performing largely guard duty, security, 
and policing functions. 

(8) Coast Guard activities, which 
operate integral part the Navy 
during time war, have now reverted 
the control the Treasury Depart- 
ment, with the exception certain 
search rescue (air-sea) and similar func- 
tions which remain under the operational 
control the Navy areas west 
Pearl There are approximately 
1,600 Coast Guard activities administered 
directly the Coast Guard through its 
own district officers and under its own 
command, much the case the 
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Marine Corps. The function these 
field units are suply, personnel (includ- 
ing the Coast Guard Academy), main- 
taining operating aids navigation, 
houses, life boat stations, port 
curity, and similar duties. 

(9) Special Service activities embrace 
radio stations, communications offices, 
post offices, fleet liaison offices, com- 
missioning details, intelligence, public 
information, and sundry other activities 
special general nature. 

(e) For military purposes and coordi- 
nation administrative control, certain 
activities the Naval Shore Establish- 
ment, which have been described above 
terms their functions, are grouped 
into Naval Bases various ports and 
Naval Air Bases within the respective 
Naval District. The respective District 
Commandants have direct military com- 
mand, and administrative control for co- 
ordinating purposes, these activities 
through Commanders 
thereof. Other air activities are grouped 
under the Chief Naval Operations, ahd 
Marine Corps Air Bases Command which 
directly under the Commandant, 
Marine Corps. Management and tech- 
nical control the various activities are 
exercised the cognizant bureau 
office the Navy Department. 


26.16 Naval Bases and Naval Air 
Bases. (a) Naval Bases, which refer- 
ence has been made paragraph above, 
were created General Order 223 the 
Navy Department, dated September 
1945. Most naval bases may include 
naval shipyard, with all its related 
activitigs and such other adjacent activi- 
ties contributes the support, service 
and maintenance fleet components, 
such naval supply depot, naval hos- 
pital, naval ammunition depot, naval 
receiving station, marine barracks, etc. 

Naval Air Bases were created Gen- 
eral Order 210 the Navy Department, 
dated August 1944, and, general, 
comprise all Naval and Marine Corps 
aviation shore activities each Naval 
District which furnish facilities for the 
operation aircraft therein (other than 
those assigned the Naval Air Training 
Command) activity under the 
mandant thereof. addition, this gen- 
eral order provides for naval air train- 
ing bases and Marine Corps air bases 
include such training and Marine Corps 
aviation activities the Chief Naval 
Operations shall assign thereto. 

26.17 Naval Districts. The United 
States, its territories and possessions, are 
divided into Naval Districts, the geo- 
graphic limitations, organization, and 
responsibilities which are indicated 
below.

Territorial exceptions are fol- 
lows: Certain activities within the geo- 
graphical limits each naval district are 
not, for various reasons, under the com- 
mand the Commandant, may 
under his command only limited 
sense. The Fourteenth Naval District 
has special status inasmuch di- 
rectly under the Commander Chief, 


Pacific Fleet, although purely adminis- 
trative matters the Commandant bears 
the same relationship the Navy De- 
partment other Commandants. 
Numerous other examples might cited, 
Naval Air Station where the Com- 
mander Chief United States Fleet, 
may vested with authority exercise 
control the operations fleet aircraft 
units from Naval Air Stations, allocate 
among units the Fleet the services 
facilities, equipment, and spaces made 
available the Fleet, and establish 
priorities with respect overhaul air- 
craft the Fleet.

Navy Regu- 
lations provide that intercourse with 
Government, State, and foreign officials 
with local authorities matters 
business ceremony interest the 
Navy, the District Commandant shall 
represent the Navy Department. 
exercising this important function, the 
Commandant provides the necessary 
contact with the public throughout the 
United States, its territories and pos- 
sessions, keep the Nation apprised 
the tasks and objectives which the Navy 
pursuing its readiness defend 
and promote the national interest and 
security. The District Commandants 
provide the media for interpreting 
the people the acts and policies, com- 
mand responsibilities, and administra- 
tive effectiveness their Naval Estab- 
lishment.

(c) The 1st Fleet commanded the 
Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet, 
who directly under the Chief Naval 
Operations.

(3) The Secretary the Navy may 
claims under contracts, may make ad- 
vance, progress and other payments 
upon such contracts any percentum 
the contract price, and may enter into 
agreements with contractors and/or 
obligors, modifying releasing accrued 
obligations any sort, including accrued 
liquidated damages liability under 
surety other bonds, whenever, the 
judgment the Secretary the Navy 
the prosecution the war thereby 
facilitated.

The Bureau 
Ships contracts for the construction 
ships all types and for the repair, 
alteration and conversion naval ves- 
sels; for facilities under its cognizance;

services and research and development 
work. Although the Bureau Ships 
usually furnishes the main propulsion

The Secretary’s letter Septem- 
ber 16, 1942 (N. D., paras. 11, 601-08) 
that disposing disputes 
concerning questions fact, contracting 


officers must adhere the following pro- 
cedure: 


(a) Whenever any such dispute arises, the 
officer shall request the con- 
tractor furnish full statement the 
pertinent facts and the reasons support 
the contractor’s contention, with reference 
the contract provisions relied upon 
support such contention.

703, 76th Congress,.as extended, (54 Stat.

Powers Act 1941 supra. The Contract 
Settlement Act 1944 (58 Stat. 649

bitration, and determination without 
agreement, accordance with the pro- 
visions that Act, and authorizes the 
making and amending contracts 
carry out the provisions the Act. The 
Act establishes the Office Contract 
Settlement headed Director Con- 
tract Settlement who has issued regula- 
prescribing principles, 
methods, procedures, and standards gov- 
erning the exercise, the authority and 
discretion, and the performance the 
duties and functions all Government 
Agencies under the Act. 

(b) Termination 
The War and Navy Departments have 
issued Joint Termination Regulation 
prescribing procedures followed 
terminating and settling war contracts. 

(c) Delegations authority. Pursu-

thorized terminate and settle that 
contract. The following are exceptions 
this rule:

The 
Navy Department, “owning agency” 
under the Surplus Property Act 194 
(58 Stat. 765; 1611) and Regu- 
lations issued thereunder War Assets 
Administration, authorized dispose 
certain its property accordance 
with such Regulations. The Navy De- 
partment also authorized sell, trans- 
fer and otherwise dispose vessels and 
other property under statutory authority 
other than the Surplus Property Act. 

The following set forth for the pur- 
pose indicating the bureaus, offices, 
activities the Navy Department 
and their general procedures respect 
disposition naval property.

The Navy Material Redistribu- 
tion Disposal Administration Hand- 
book has also been published for the 
guidance field personnel with particu- 
lar reference procedures governing 
sales scrap, salvage and waste ma- 
terials and small lots. All the publi- 
cations reflect the rules and require- 
ments applicable regulations issued 
the War Assets Administration and 
the requirements statutes covering dis- 
positions other than those authorized 
pursuant the Surplus Property Act.

(4) Contractor inventory. Govern-

(5) Facilities and plant equipment. 
The Navy Department may under ap- 
plicable Regulations War Assets Ad- 
ministration sell facilities, including im-

session thereof. Improvements leased 
land, both industrial and non-indus- 
trial, may disposed sale, trans- 
fer, demolition abandonment.

Commander, authorized make di- 
rect disposition salvage and 
waste property, and subsistence and 
other property whenever such disposi- 
tion is, the judgment the Area 
Commander, necessary avoid spoilage 
loss through rapid deterioration. 

(7) Conduct sales. With respect 
facilities, improvements land and 
plant equipment, Contracting Officers 
within the several Bureaus are author- 
ized negotiate and sell such property 
the contractor possession prices 
determined fair and reasonable, 
subject the review and approval 
review boards established within the sev- 
eral Bureaus cases sale involving 
property which cost excess $25,000 
(excepting items sold under the formula 
established War Assets Administra- 
tion Regulation #13). Sales other 
classes property which the Navy De- 
partment owning agency has 
authority sell under the Surplus 
Property Act 1944 are effected the 
Supply Officer authorized selling ac- 
tivities.

27.10 Family Allowances Service- 
men—(a) Statutory authority. The 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act 
1942, amended (56 Stat.

DEPARTMENT THE INTERIOR 


Creation and functions. The 
Department the Interior was created 
the act March 1849. The De- 
partment responsible for the manage- 
ment, conservation, and development 
the natural resources the United 
States. These resources include the 
public lands and the Federal range, wa- 
ter and power resources, oil and gas and 
other mineral resources, certain forest 
fish and wildlife 
the national park system. addi- 
the Department the Interior 
has specialized responsibilities the In- 
dians and the territories and island 
Possessions the United States. The

Department the Interior consists 


the Office the Secretary and the vari- 
ous operating bureaus and agencies. 
The organizations and procedure the 
bureaus and agencies are set out under 
the appropriate titles this code.

OFFICE THE SECRETARY 


Secretary the Interior.

All bureaus and of- 
fices the Department are responsible 
directly the Secretary. 


01.11 Under Secretary, Assistant 
Secretaries.

ecretary and the Assistant Secretaries 
are authorized exercise the powers 
the Secretary with respect matters 
which come before them, and, certain 
cases, serve Acting Secretary the 
Interior. See CFR 4.0-4.3 (11 
8164). 


01.12 Solicitor. The Solicitor the 
chief law officer the Department and 
the advisor legal matters the Sec- 
retary and other Departmental officers. 
charged with the supervision the 
legal work and legal staffs the entire 
Department. The Solicitor responsible 
for patent policies and procedures within 
the Department, and for the administra- 
tive adjustment tort claims under the 
Federal Tort Claims Act. See CFR 
4.20, Solicitor’s immediate 
staff constitutes the Office the Solicitor. 


01.20 Administrative Staff Offices. 
The following staff offices advise the 
retaries and formulate and execute poli- 
cies matters relating the internal 
management the Department: 

(a) The Division Budget and Ad- 
ministrative Management, under Di- 
rector, supervises the budget and finance 
programs the Department and advises 
the Secretary and other officials or- 
ganization, methods, and administrative 
management general. 

(b) The Division Administrative 
Services has responsibility for providing 
building space, purchasing, communica- 
tions, and other such office services. The 
Chief Clerk charge the Division. 

(c) The Division Personnel Super- 
vision and Management supervises the 
personnel program the Department. 
The Director Personnel charge 
the Division. 

(d) The Office Field Representatives 
conducts investigations departmental 
activities directed the Secretary.

(e) The Office Information formu- 
lates the informational program the 
Department and prepares and dissemi- 
nates information concerning its activi- 
ties and policies. Director

The 
Director and the Assistant Director for- 
mulate bureau policy and exercise general 
control over the activities the Geolog- 
ical Survey and its programs scientific 
and engineering work. 


200.4 Administrative Geologist. The 
Geologist serves ad- 
visor the Director and the Branch 
Chiefs. charge the adminis- 
trative and service groups which handle 
personnel, finance, correspondence, rec- 
publications, library, field equip- 
ment, and map reproduction. 


200.5 Chief Counsel. The Office 
the Chief Counsel reviews and advises 
legal matters affecting the Geological 
Survey. 


200.6. Conservation Branch. The 
Conservation Branch examines and clas- 
sifies the public lands the United 
States, territories and possessions 
their mineral character and water power 
and water storage values. This Branch, 
cooperation with the Bureau Land 
Management, also supervises technical 
operations under oil and gas and other 
mineral leases the public lands and 
Indian lands, and naval petroleum 
reserves. 


200.7 Geologic Branch. The Geo- 
logic Branch investigates the geology 
the United States, territories and posses- 
sions and prepares, from its findings, 
maps and reports geologic forma- 
tions, including distribution, structure, 
composition, and history. also con- 
ducts detailed research investigations 
mineral resources with respect loca- 
tion, quality and potential reserve sup- 
plies. The Branch carries research 
other sciences they relate 
geology. 


200.8 Topographic Branch. The 
Topographic Branch charged with the 
execution topographic field surveys 
the United States, territories and posses- 
sions. prepares and issues the results 
its work the form maps and vari- 
ous engineering bulletins. 


200.9 Water Resources Branch. The 
Water Resources Branch investigates the 


quantity, quality and availability sur- 
face and underground waters the 
United States, territories and possessions. 
Its results appear water supply the 
Geological Survey papers reports 
cooperating States. 


FIELD ORGANIZATION 


200.20 General description. The 
Geological Survey organized the 
field along the lines the functions per- 
formed each its four Branches. 
Regional organization related the 
particular Branches. 200.72, re- 
and field offices all Branches are 
grouped States and Territories. The 
sections immediately following give the 
field organization the Branches. 


200.21 Conservation Branch. The

HEADQUARTERS ORGANIZATION 


General description. The Di- 
rector the National Park Service 
charge the Service. The head- 
quarters organization consists the 
Director and several assistants, staff di- 
visions, and seven technical branches. 
Under the supervision the Director, 
the headquarters staff formulates policies 
for the protection, preservation and use 
the national park areas. directs 
the interpretive services natural 
sciences, history and archeology ren- 
dered for the public, provides for mu- 
seum developments, and investigates 
proposed additions the national park 
system. The headquarter: organization, 
through Office National Capital 
Parks, maintains the Executive Mansion 
and Grounds Washington, 

Staff offices and divisions consist 
the Office Chief Counsel, which super- 
vises legal matters, the Office In- 
formation, which supervises informa- 
tional work, the Office Chief Clerk, 
the Personnel Division, and the Safety 
Division, which supervises 
protection and accident prevention 
programs. 


§01.7 Branch Concessions. The 
Branch Concessions supervises mat- 
ters pertaining concessioners’ affairs, 
including the initiation concession pol- 
icies; plans and negotiates for new con- 
cessions and the improvement exist- 
ing facilities provide adequate and 
proper accommodations for the public; 
and consults with and advises conces- 
sioners concerning their operations. 


01.8 Branch Engineering. The 
Branch Engineering supervises engi- 
neering (except major road construc- 
tion) sanitation control and water rights 
projects park areas; has charge sur- 
veys, Maps, land description, planning, 
design and construction, road mainte- 
nance and minor road construction, hy- 
draulic structures, materials research, 
radio installation and research, and the 
formulation engineering codes and 
standards. 


01.9 Branch Forestry. The Branch 
Forestry supervises fire protection 
work, and the preservation and protec- 
tion park and monument forests from 
injurious insects and diseases and from 
preventable damage. The Branch coop- 
erates with other bureaus and agencies 
fire protection and insect and tree disease 
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control, and supervises forest planting, 
wood preservation and utilization, and 
forest studies. 


$01.10 Branch History. The 
Branch History supervises technical 
matters pertaining historic and arche- 
ologic sites and buildings, including their 
preservation and protection. coordi- 
nates research, planning, and interpre- 
tive programs for such sites, and carries 
investigations for the purpose de- 
veloping comprehensive long-time plan 
for the acquisition, preservation and use 
such sites and buildings. 


Branch Lands. The 
Branch Lands supervises and coordi- 
nates the investigation and acquisition 
lands the adjustment bounda- 
ries. maintains land status and land 
use records and prepares data and maps 
for inclusion reports and publications. 
The Branch handles proposals for nam- 
ing geographical features within the na- 
tional park system, and supervises recre- 
ational studies other Federal lands 
and work behalf states 
and communities under the Park, Park- 
way and Recreational Study Act 1936. 


§01.12 Branch Natural History. 
The Branch Natural History super- 
vises the study and interpretation 
natural history, coordinates protective 
work pertaining wildlife and geo- 
logical and biological features scenic 
and Scientific sites and prepares con- 
servation and other scientific informa- 
tion. plans, prepares and installs 
museum exhibits, and exercises general 
direction over museum programs. The 
Branch coordinates grazing studies and 
range and wildlife management. 


Branch Plans and Design. 
The Branch Plans and Design super- 
vises architectural and landscape design 
and construction and prepares master 
plans for the control physical de- 
velopments. collaborates with the 
Public Roads Administration the lo- 
cation, design and construction major 
roads and parkways. The Branch re- 
views concessioners’ development plans, 
directs the Historic American Building 
Survey, and recommends proposed park 
sites. 


$01.14 Washington Liaison Office. 
The headquarters office was transferred 
from Washington, C., Chicago, 
nois, 1942. Since that time small

The Branch arranges and pro- 
vides education loans for Indians desir- 
ing attend vocational schools, col- 
leges and universities. provides guid- 
ance aid Indians receiving maxi- 
mum benefits from education.

Branch Engineering. The

The Virgin Islands 
Company was created Ordinance 
the Colonial Council St. Thomas and 
St. John, Virgin Islands, April 16, 
1934, aid effecting the economic 
rehabilitation the Virgin Islands and 
promote the general welfare the 
people those Islands. The Company’s 
corporate existence has been recognize 
the Congress. 


300.2 General description. (a) The 
Virgin Islands Company non-profit 
corporation. The total authorized capi- 
tal stock the Company represented 
three shares, issued fixed rate 
$10 each, and held the stockholders 
board trustees under trust 
agreement for the benefit the people 
the Virgin Islands. The Company 
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operates certain Federal properties 
St. Thomas and St. Croix, and rural 
electrification project St. Croix. The 
annual net profits the Company, de- 
rived from operation the Federal 
properties, are turned into the United 
States Treasury. 

(b) The governing body the Com- 
pany ‘is board seven directors 
elected the board trustees. Presi- 
dent, elected the Board Directors, 
immediate charge the Company’s 
operations. The Division Territories 
and Island Possessions has the responsi- 
bility protecting the Federal interests 
the Company, and aids the man- 
agement the Company. 

(c) Under operating agreement 
originally executed November 1934 
with the United States, acting through 
the Secretary the Interior, the Com- 
pany operates and maintains Federal 
properties St. Thomas and St. Croix. 
The principal activity the Company 
the growing sugarcane, the milling
